Suit Vs. 802 


Burlesque house players 

awarded decision, but case 

will be appealed by union 
a 


NEW YORK, June 13.—Three musi- 
cians suing Local 802, American Federa- 
tion of Musicians, to restrain the union 
from interfering with the resumption of 
work at the Gaiety, New York burlesque 
house, this week won the decision and 
a judgment for $5,300. The men were 
removec from their positions in the 
pit in September, 1935, when the union 
was battling the kickback situation in 
burlesque houses. Acting under a by- 
law, the governing board set new men 
into the Gaiety, a power given the board 
under a provision which says that when 
an emergency exists the board may regu- 
late couditions in any field in which its 
jurisdiction reigns. Decision, handed 
down this week by Judge Aron Steuer in 
the New York Supreme Court, will be 
appealed by the local, according to 
Harry Sacker, attorney for the de- 
fendants. 

Altho at first sight it would appear 
that the judge’s decision is precedental 
in that it removes control of members 
by a union, such is not the case. The 
judge ruled on an oral contract which 
was offered at the trial by the plaintiffs

Tenn. High Court Rules 
Bank Nights No Violation 


NASHVILLE, June i3.—Tennessee Su- 
preme Court today entered an opinion 
that there was nothing in State statutes 
on gambling or lotteries which would 
affect “bank nights” at movie houses. 


Opinion, by Special Justice R. A. Davis, 
involved cases brought up from Maury 
County, where the district attorney had 
sought to have the practice discontinued 
under the Nuisance Act, charging “bank 
nights” were in nature of gambling or 
lotteries. Cases were State ex rel. vs. 
Crescent Amusement Company and State 
ex rel. vs. A. E. Shortley et al. 

Court’s opinion refused to recommend 
the practice as wholesome, but left the 
way clear for continuance without re- 
striction from gambling or lotteries 
statutes.

Authorities offer Congress as only way out—meanwhile, 
New York plans continue according to schedule—project 
show taken over by professional managers 


WASHINGTON, June 13.—Aubrey Williams, assistant WPA administrator, 
yesterday stated to a delegation made up of representatives of many New York 
City professional organizations asking for increased funds for the various drama, 
arts and writers’ projects that the allotted sums will likely be decreased rather than 


increased after July 1. 


Further saying that he agreed with Morris Watson, dele- 


gate of the American Newspaper Guild, that current sums were unable to fill fhe 
gap in the arts unemployment fields. he advised contact with Congress as the 


best way to obtain more money. Watson, 
representing 20 unions and organizations 
With a combined membership of 45,000, 
presented a five-point program providing 
for (1) additional funds and expansion 
of the arts projects; (2) control to be 
vested in joint committees comprising 
professionals; (3) continuance of federal 
supervision over projects: (4) dismissal 
Only after a hearing and vacations on 
the scale of one and one-quarter days 
per month; (5) creative freedom. 


David Freed, speaking for New York 
City musicians, said that only 800 of 
those qualified were placed on work- 
relief projects, with more than 400 re- 
maining musicians forced to accept home 
relief. Ethel Ahrens, expressing the 
opinion of theater people, declared fhat 
the work of the various theater projects 
Was very commendable, notwithstanding 
Ted tape and regimentation.

DETROIT, June 13.—In its biggest convention in history, the American Fed- 
eration of Musicians this week at the Statler Hotel tackled vexing problems 
brought up by the terrific popularity of traveling bands and the tendency of locals 
to keep them out of their territories, by the alleged menace of recordings on the 
radio and in pictures and by the attempts of locals to devise all sorts of laws to 
build up their treasuries. President Joseph N. Weber, elected unanimously for 
the 36th time, spent most of his time warning the locals that continued legisla- 


lation taxing and hampering traveling 
bands would drive traveling musicians 
out of the federation and recalled that, 
during NRA code hearings, there had de- 
veloped a movement for a separate fed- 
eration of traveling band musicians. 
Weber pointed to the $776,407 collected 
thru the 10 per cent traveling tax last 
year. He warned that traveling bands 
were in public demand and could not be 
legislated out of existence. As a result 
of his persistent cautionings, the con- 
vention voted down several attempts to 
increase the 10 per cent tax and to en- 
tangle traveling bands in further red

Musicians’ Pay 


Likely Result of AFM Convention 


DETROIT, June 13+—An investigation 
into alleged underscale wages of union 
musicians in the circus field will be 
made by the American Federation of 
Musicians. 

At its annual convention here dele- 
gates from South Bend, Ind.; Danville, 
Ill.; Wheeling, W. Va.; Fort Wayne, Ind.; 
Birmingham, Ala.; Bremen, Ind., and 
La Porte, Ind., introduced a resolution 
asking the AFM to enter into a working 
agreement with the International Alli- 
ance of Bill Posters and Billers. The 
convention voted down the resolution, 
but President Joe Weber promised the 
federation would look into the matter 
of working conditions on circuses. 


One delegate said “not one circus is 
paying the scale” and that musicians 
“are not getting paid for third shows 
and Sunday shows.” Weber asked if 
he had actual proof of such a condi- 
tion, but the delegate said he knew of 
the condition but could not prove it. 
Weber then asked the delegates to try to 
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dig up proof of such a condition. 

The resolution was intended to force 
circuses to live up to musicians’ union 
conditions by working hand in hand 
with the billposters, whom the musi- 
cians consider powerful in the circus 
field. ° 


Act Taxing Midways 
Threatens Ga. Fairs 


MACON, .Ga.. June 15.—Offictals of 
Georgia State Pair and Exposition and 
other Georgia fair executives are faced 
with a serious added problem in the 
form of State taxation on midway 
attractions. E. Ross Jordan, secretary- 
manager of the State fair, has been 
notified that under the tax act passed 
in 1935 midways at fairs were not ex- 
empted from the State occupational tax 
for riding devices and shows or tented 
inclosures for which an admission ticket 
must be purchased. 

Tax provision as to carnivals has been 
in effect for several years, but heretofore 
agricultural fairs have been exempted, it 
was stated. When the bill was re- 
enacted the exemption of fairs was 
omitted from the act, Mr. Jordan said 

“This tax may mean the end of many 
county fairs.” Mr. Jordan commented 
“It will be a serious handicap to many 
of the larger fairs.” 

If the tax is collected at the Macon 
fair the asociation will be required to 
pay about $1,000. Georgia State Fair,

DETROIT, June 13.—“I have introduced 7,000 amateurs in New York theaters 
the last year and I think they stink,” was the startling statement made by 
Georgie Hunter, emsee, speaking at a mass meeting of performers held by the 
American Federation of Actors in the Hotel Wolverine yesterday.

enthusiastically when Hunter exclaimed: 


“They may be hot for a minute and a half 


but after that they stink. I believe amateurs have no place in our business!” He 
added that of the 7,000 amateurs he introduced only one had real talent and he 


is Jack Gilford, now working with Mil- 
ton Berle. 

The Hunter bombshell was only one of 
the highlights of the AFA meeting con- 
ducted by Ralph Whitehead. The low 
salary situation was brought out into 
the open when one agent present, Harry 
Russell, said he had paid a four-girl act 
a total of $51 a week in a cafe and that 
he could “buy acts in Chicago for $1.50 
and $2.50 a night.” He told performers 
present that “you are living in heaven 
even on $4 a night here because you’d 
get less playing elsewhere.” 

Whitehead urged acts to hold out for 
more money and promised the AFA 
would soon be in a position to establish 
and enforce minimum wage and other 
AFA standards locally. He attacked the 
“film monopoly” as keeping vaude out 
of theaters and told of the plan he is 
working out with the New York musi-

N. Y. State Unemployment 


Insurance Director hands 


down ruling for the AAAA which apparently also applies 
to broadcasters and saves thousands of dollars in taxes 


NEW YORK, June 12.—The complicated status of the artist in regard to the 
New York State Unemployment Insurance Law has been clarified insofar as the 
advertising agencies are concerned and presumably for the broadcasters as well, 
with the result that both agency and radio should save many thousands of dollars 
in taxes and the inconvenience of bookkeeping and tabs on the considerable talent 


that each handles thruout the year. 


It saves 1 per cent of such talent’s pay roll 


each week. Clarification and ruling have been sought for some time by the legal 


departments of National Broadcasting 
Company, Columbia Broadcasting System 
and the American Association of Adver- 
tising Agencies. 


The ruling handed down to George 
Link Jr., counsel for the AAAA, by the 
Director of Unemployment Insurance of 
the State definitely stated that “Artistic 
talent engaged by advertising agencies, 
etc., should be considered independent 
persons rather than employees,” for the 
purposes of the New York Unemploy- 
ment Insurance Law. 

While the ruling does not specifically 
mention broadcasters, radio Officials do 
not see why it shouldn’t apply to them 
equally, and altho the ruling is limited 
te New York State it is believed that it 
will serve as a precedent in other States 
that have unemployment insurance laws 
and the resultant tax upon the pay rolls. 
Under the various social security laws 
thruout the country networks especially 
stand to save considerable money. 

Legal departments of the webs have 
always held that artistic talent should be 
considered individual persons, but all 
concerned co-operated in obtaining a 
definite ruling. 


Lady Author Sues Lady 
Author on Plagiarism 


LOUISVILLE, June 13.—Whether “Si” 
and “Melissy,” WHAS radio characters 
for a short time last winter, are close 
enough literary relatives of “Lum” and 
“Angeline” to cause copyright infringe- 
ment is a question now being studied 
by Federal Court here. 

Mrs. Katherine Herriot Eastin, local 
author, who has done theatrical work 
with the characters “Si” and “Melissy” 
intermittently since 1929 and conducted 
the WHAS sketches, claims her char- 
acters are different from the other 
writer’s, but Mrs. Cordia Greer-Petrie, 
also of this city, claims they are the 
same. 

Mrs. Petrie, who has been named in a 
petition filed last April by Mrs. Eastin 
asking $15,000 damages because the 
author allegedly brought about cancel- 
lation of the radio contract, filed a pe- 
tition in the Federal Court alleging copy- 
right infringement and named Mrs. 
Eastin and the Louisville Times Com- 
pany, proprietor of WHAS, - defendants, 
alleging employees of the station helped 
with presenting the sketches. Mrs. 
Petrie’s petition asks an injunction to 
prohibit Mrs. Eastin from using the 
characters “Si” and “Melissy” and asks 
payment of damages to be determined. 


KOIL Manager Shines 
As Convention Talker 


LINCOLN, Neb., June 13—John M. 
Henry, station manager for KOIL and 
KFAB in Omaha, was the feature of H. 
V. Kaltenborn’s GOP convention prelude 
in Cleveland. He was called upon to 
talk for Governor Landon. Henry, 
who has been acting as station man- 
ager here for KFAB and KFOR in 
addition to other duties while Reg 
Martin was being brought in from the 
Iowa network of KSO and others to 
fili the job, was given a big blurb 
in the local sheets which own the sta- 
tions. 


Sears, Roebuck Still Buying 


PHILADELPHIA, June 13.—Sears, Roe- 
buck & Company continues to grab up 
local air time. Having set a half-hour 
daily of canned music on WFITL mail 
order house buys three 15-minute spots 
weekly on KYW for a live show. Will 
use the Sally at the Switchbtoard dra- 
matic serial script, same having been 
used by the company on Chicago sta- 
tions. Starts June 22, Lavenson Bureau 
placing the account.

The marbles championship has 
been a newspaper promotion for about 15 
years.

LEXINGTON, June 13.—J. Lindsay 
Nunn, who with his son, Gilmore Nunn, 
recently bought The Lexington Herald, 
has purchased Radio Station WLAP here. 
The newspaper and the radio station will 
be operated in connection with each 
other, it was said. 

The sale is subject to approval by the 
Federal Communications Commission, 
but no difficulty is anticipated in this 
connection. 

The station is located in the Walton 
Building on the Esplanade and was 
purchased by Mr. Nunn from the Ameri- 
can Broadcasting Corporation of Ken- 
tucky. It will continue operation on its 
present wave length of 1420 kilecycles 
with 250-watt power until sunset and 
100 watts thereafter.

PHILADELPHIA, June 13.—With the 
Rubinoff platters spotted on all local 
stations for tri-weekly spots, the Chev- 
rolet dealers of Phiiadelphia plan to 
buy their own time on the off-days.

Deal 
arranged by Charles Siedell, manager of 
the Philadelphia dealers’ group, and 
placed direct for 26 weeks, starting June 
15. 


Feenamint Sponsors a 
Four-Way Talent Hunt 


NEW YORK, June 13.—Four-way tieup 
among The Brooklyn Daily Eagle, RKO 
Theaters, Health Products Company and 
WOR has been made for an amateur tal- 
ent hunt, starting tomorrow. Contest 
will run all summer long in RKO houses 
in Brooklyn, Queens, Nassau and Suffolk 
counties, as well as some indie houses 
in locales where RKO has no spots. Win- 
ners will get contracts from WOR. There 
are four classifications of talent, male 
and female singers, novelty and instru- 
mental acts. Girl vocalist winning gets 
the best break, a 13-week contract from 
the station’s artists’ bureau and dates 
on the amateur show Feenamint spon- 
sors on Mutual. 


Pa. Backs Disks 
In Auto Campaign 


PHILADELPHIA, June 13.—For the 
first time in local radio dealings political 
pressure went for naught and a contract 
was awarded on merit. Highway Safety 
Council of Pennsylvania, appointed by 
Governor Earle, is planning an air cam- 
paign for safety on the highways, being 
in the market for a series of transcribed 
dramatizations to be placed on all Penn- 
sylvania radio stations by the Barnes- 
Aarons Agency, of Philadelphia. Con- 
tract calls for a six-month series of five- 
minute ET's, platters to be placed on a 
sustaining basis on the stations. 

Groups competing with rehearsed 
scripts represented WCAU and WIP, 
Philadelphia stations, and the John Mor- 
gan Davis and Frank Weliman ad 
agencies, of Philadelphia. In spite of 
the acknowledged in that Dr. Leon Levy, 


-. WCAU prexy, has with the State Demo- 


crats, and John B. Kelly, State secre- 
tary of Internal Revenue, sponsoring 
the council, contract award was split 
evenly between WCAU and the Frank 
Wellman Agency. Greater significance 
lies in the fact that Frank Wellman 
split with Kelly last year when the po- 
litico made an unsuccessful play for 
the mayor’s post, Wellman losing the 
Democratic radio business plum. 

While three of the groups treated

Engineering Hearings Opened; 


FCC Delving Into All Phases 


WASHINGTON, June 13.—Keen ad- 
vance interest is being manifested in 
the informa! engineering hearing sched- 
uled by the Federal Communications 
Commission to begin today by in- 
terested organizations, and a pretty im- 
pressive list of witnesses is expected to 
have been compiled by the time the 
hearings actually begin. The widespread 
interest in the future of television, as 
well as in the future of radio generally, 
from the standpoint not only of broad- 
casters and the public, but of the radio 
industry in all its phases, could not fail, 
as has been demonstrated, to serve to 
center the attention of a big part of the 
public in testimony submitted. 

Following formal opening of the hear- 
ing, or more properly the conference, a 
review of the technical developments of 
radio in the past, a discussion of present 
practices, and of future “probabilities” 
by the chief engineer of the commission, 
will be had. Information as to require- 
ments of departments of the govern- 


ment then will be furnished and general 
testimony be in order. As broad general 
questions of public interest, including 
the question of allocations and the like 
are taken up witnesses will be heard 
representing the following: 

Organizations operating in all phases 
and services of the industry; organiza- 
tions in more than one phase or service 
in the industry, and organizations op- 
erating in only one ; 1ase or service. The 
latter will include operating associations, 
radio manufacturing associations, other 
trade associations, and individual serv- 
ices. Then will come festimony of a 
purely technical character, and after that 
under broadcast services, visual, taking 
in television and fac simile; special, in- 
ternational, relay, high frequency, ex- 
perimental and other classes not now 
recognized under rules and regulations 
in effect. Also, fixed services, coastal, 
marine relay and ship services, aviation, 
emergency, amateur and miscellaneous 
services.

NEW YORK, June 13.—D. W. Thorn- 
burgh has been elected a vice-president 
by Columbia Broadcasting System, which 
plans to place him in charge of its West 
Coast activities. Thornburgh will leave 
on a preliminary tour of inspection early 
in July and later on will establish his 
residence and CBS executive offices in 
Los Angeles. New Pacific Coast head 
was formerly assistant manager of the 
CBS Chicago office and joined the or- 
ganization in June, 1931.

Akerberg until a few 
weeks ago was assistant to Sam Pickard, 
recently resigned station relations head, 
and before joining Columbia as assistant 
chief engineer in October, 1929, he was 
associated with Bell Laboratories, Inc., 
and worked on CBS technical details. 
Pickard continues with CBS in an 
executive capacity for the time being. 


ASCAP Not Rushing 
For New Attorneys 


NEW YORK, June 13.—Altho the 
board of directors of the American So- 
ciety of Composers, Authors and Pub- 
lishers met last Monday relative to the 
demise of its general counsel, Nathan 
Burkan, resolutions of regret were 
passed, but no word was mentioned as to 
any possible successor. According to 
Gene Buck, president of ASCAP, nothing 
whatsoever is contemplated for the time 
being, but it is possible something may 
come up at the monthly board meeting 
the last Thursday in the month. 

Depositions were to be taken this week 
in the Warner Brothers’ suit against 
two stations, one being WHEC in 
Rochester, which ASCAP is helping to 
defend. This had to be adjourned. It 
is presumed that the able Burkan as- 
sociates, Louis D. Frohlich and Charles 
Schwartz, also Arthur Schwartz, trio 
who have handled practically all of the 
ASCAP cases under Burkan’s direction, 
will continue as in the past. Some talk 
of a “front man” has been heard, but 
this may eventually apply to actual 
court appearances. To date all ASCAP 
officials appear too dazed to think 
about the matter. .

CHICAGO, June 13.—D. W. Thorn-

Script Service 


NEW YORK, June 13.—New angle is 
being injected into the radio script 
business by Star Radio Programs, an or- 
ganization recently formed here, with 
Burke Boyce as program’ supervisor. 
Boyce was continuity editor for National 
Broadcasting Company for eight years. 

New plan is somewhat along the lines 
of syndicated newspaper features and 
will be a script service for radio sta- 
tions. Altho somewhat similar setups 
have been attempted in the past, Star’s 
plan appears to be more ambitious and 
extensive in scope. Apart from having 
writers of known ability, a sales plan 
for the scripts when produced by a 
group of stations can be bought out- 
right in bulk by a national advertiser, 
thus eliminating the difficulties at- 
tached to handling scattered programs. 

It is believed that the Star plan will 
aid local stations in putting on dramatic 
shows on limited budgets and stand a 
chance of competing with similar type 
shows on networks. Prices are graduated 
according to station power with different 
scales for sustaining and commercial 
broadcasts. 

Number of stations have evinced in- 
terest in the plan, and“at present Star 
is offering quarter-hour scripts covering 
sports, homemaking, scientific worlds 
and others, each prepared so that they 
can be produced at a minimum expense 
and are virtually “one-man” scripts. 

Scale for 100 to 500-watt stations is 
$1 each for five scripts weekly for sus- 
tainings; commercial rate is $2.50 each. 
Higher watters pay a little more. 


More KYW Sustaining 
Being Fed NBC Web 


PHILADELPHIA, June 13.—KYW, lo- 
cal Red outlet, continues to originate 
shows for the NBC waves in increasing 
numbers. The list includes Dress Pa-

NEW YORK, June 13.—The total] time business lost by broadcasting thruout 
the country may amount to as much as #1,000,000 by the time both major political 


parties complete tieir conventions. 


The Republican party already has taken a 


big bite out of the sales, with the major networks alone reporting over seven 
hours lost this week because of cancellations of paying programs to pick up the 


special event. 


exceed this inroad has led observers to 
estimate the $1,000,000 loss. 

This loss is not all on paper. Much 
of it is, since the advertisers, while not 
given a cash rebate, are not billed for 
the time or take the canceled periods 
at the ends of the contracts. However, 
both NBC and CBS have emergency 
clauses in their contracts which provide 
that in the event advertisers are not 
given 48 hours’ notice of cancellation the 
networks will absorb the talent charges. 
In this connection NBC took it on the 
chin more than Columbia, since some of 
the cancellations on NBC were expensive 
hour shows. 


CBS log reveals that among the com- 
mercials forced off were Kleenex, twice, 
each time 15 minutes; Mohawk Rug, 
three times, each 15 minutes; Wrigley’s, 
three times, each time 15 minutes; Hor- 
mel, half an hour; Colgate Palmolive, 
half an hour, and Stewart Warner, half 
an hour. NBC was nicked during the 
evening spots for an hour each on Kraft 
Phenix, Maxwell House coffee and Lucky 
Strike ciggies, and a half hour each on 
Death Valley Days, Bristol-Myers and one 
or two daytime spots. 


Talent charges for which NBC must 
stand include such names as Bing Crosby, 
Al Goodman, Lanny Ross and the Show- 
toat cast, as well as the guest-star acts 
set for the Crosby show. This payment 
to the visitors may not be needed if they 
are booked for the following week.

Kther Gives the Texas Expo 
Opening a National Sendoft 


Full hour programs on major networks plus many local 
shows put the exposition on the map of ficially—WFAA, 
KRLD and WRR handle big job in faultless fashion 


DALLAS, Tex., June 13.—Radio played a vitally important part in the open- 
ing, June 6, of the $25,000,000 Texas Centennial Exposition at Dallas, From the 
early hours of the morning until late at night the ether waves carried news and 


descriptions of the festive occasion to all parts of the nation. 


Full hour pro- 


grams over both Columbia Broadcasting System and National Broadcasting Com- 


pany 


gave the world all the color and glamour of the world’s fair of 1936 and 


included a good bit of the Lone Star State’s four centuries of romantic history 


for good measure. Three Dallas radio 
stations, WFAA, KRLD and WRR, 
finished the job in excellent order. The 
first news came from an airplane over 
the Exposition grounds as Titche-Goet- 
tinger’s, local merchants, sponsored a 
bird’s eye view of the park and early 
preparations for the gala holiday de- 
clared by Dallas for the opening day. 


Ted Husing, CBS announcer, handled 
the two top spots cf his system’s noon- 
day program which formally opened the 
Exposition itself. After his brilliant de- 
scription, of gate-opening ceremonies 
which included a ‘round the world mes- 
sage, a whirlwind tour of the grounds 
was supplied by Gulf-Exposition an- 
nouncers. Then, after 20 minutes on 
the air, Husing again took the micro- 
phone to give listeners a vivid word pic- 
ture of the colorful flag ceremony, in 
which the story of Texas under the flags 
of Spain, France, Mexico, the Lone Star 
Republic, the Confederacy and the 
United States was told in pageant and 
speech. This included remote pickups 
from Spain and France. 


At 8:30 p.m., Dallas time (10.30 EDST), 
NBC hit the air with a broadcast in- 
volving 15 remote pickups from all parts 
of the grounds. This show included 
scenes and entertainment peculiar to 
Texas and to the Centennial Exposition. 
Norman Barry, of NBC's Chicago office, 
assisted staff announcers—nine of them. 


At 10 p.m. KRLD broadcast the in- 
tricate maneuvers of U. S. Army fliers 
as they made a sham attack on the Ex- 
position grounds. In addition to two 
transcontinentals a tozen local programs 


dealing directly with the Exposition were 
put on the air. 


An avalanche of long-distance tele- 
phone calls that tied up the Gulf radio 
building lines for more than an hour 
followed the official opening of the 
Texas Centennial Exposition as a nation- 
wide Columbia Broadcasting System 
hookup gave it to the world. 


Backing up Exposition radio director 
Clyde Vandeburg in his conjecture that 
the program was highly satisfactory in 
every way were telephone and telegraph 
messages from all parts of the nation. 
Officials of the Columbia System in New 
York, Chicago and California were joined 
by dozens of individuals in lauding the 
broadcast. Particularly liberal in his 
praise was Ted Husing, CBS announcer, 
who flew to Dallas from New York to 
handle part of the program. MHusing 
was at the microphone for the official 
opening and the pageant of flags, two 
of the seven pickups constituting the 
show. 


The program was written by Art Link- 
letter and Margerie Leuthi. Linkletter, 
Vendeburg and Lewis Lacey supervised 
production and Carl Langevin and Tom 
Brown directed technical operations. In 
addition to Husing the announcers were 
Linkletter, Vandeburg, Bob  Coleson, 
Dudley Williamson, Martin Provensen, 
Jimmy Crocker and Ramona Brady. 

The broadcast was made thru the 
facilities of the Gulf radio and public- 
address system and KRLD’s Columbia 
broadcasting lines.

“Cood Will Court” 


Reviewed Sunday, 10-11 p.m. Style— 
Legal advice. Sponsor — Macfadden 
Publications Station—WMCA (Inter- 
city network). 

Macfadden Publications, for their True 
Story magazine, have taken over the ef- 
fective Good Will Court series on "MCA 
and adding to the Intercity coverage 
that of Mutual, which gets the last half 
of the program. 

Quite a tieup. The personalized bilge 
of a pulp magazine published on slick 
paper, combined with the best human- 
interest program in radio. Hoke is one 
thing, and this may be called hoke by 
some, altho it actually isn’t. It is a 
masterful use of radio, and since people 
have always gathered enjoyment, even 
tho morbid, from listening to or watch- 
ing the troubles of others, it combines 
entertainment with actual legal advice 
by judges of the various courts in the 
city. From the standpoint of respon- 
sibility, Good Will Court is made by 
having those legal names as its arbiters. 
Without them, of course, it could not 
gain credence. But it does have them 
and has had them and the program has 
a vast following. 

Nature of the program is well known 
now. Two judges as advisers in civil 
and criminal matters, mostly petty, 
often tragic. No names of the proponents 
are mentioned. Each case is simply 
numbered and each tells his own story. 
Voices of the various speakers make 
for more drama than a good cast could. 

A. L. Alexander handles the show, 
opening and closing announcements. He 
gives it an air of superinduced tragedy 
that is out of place. J. F. 


“Scoreboard of the Air”

Fast five minutes of major league 
baseball scores and in addition to the 
National and American Leagues those of 
the International are also given. Spot 
is cleverly handled by Joe Tobin, who 
does not attempt to reproduce any 
games nor indulge in undue dramatics 
or dramatizations. Straight from the 
shoulder results, after a general glance 
over the situation for the day. At the 
close one player is selected for special 
mention, one who did something that 
reveals him as the hero of the day. 

For the average person interested in 
baseball the five-minute spot is an in- 
teresting one and follows the Trans- 
radio news flashes.

With him on this program 
are Kenny Martin, pianist: Eddie Noah, 
guitarist; Toby Seeley, trumpet player: 
the Two B's (Beeby and Betty Wise), 
vocalists, and Zeta Wise, personality girl. 

The crew usually has on hand an en- 
tertaining concoction of popular melo- 
dies and novelty work. The Wise girls 
are good enough singers whose voices 
register quite well. Dutch Haid also 
acts as announcer, the present sponsors 
including a grocery firm, clothing store 
and a beauty shop.

Powers Gouraud

Style—Man about town chatter. Sponsor 
—Yellow Cab Company of Philadelphia.

There is nothing that Powers Gouraud 
talks about on this nightly midnight 
chat to give the listener anything to 
hoot about. There is not even the sem. 
blance of sustained interest during the 
10-minute stretch. But it’s a voice, and 
& welcome one, to break up the monot- 


onous din of fox-trots on the ether 
band. 

Possessing all the charm of the old 
school and an English accent that is not 
infectious, Gouraud strikes a harmoni- 
ous note as he rambles about the town’s 
doings. It’s pretty much the same old 
run-of-the-mill chatter, but the mike 
personality counts on this one, and he 
scores again in his own typical style. 


For the past seven years Powers 
Gouraud has been with WCAU as dra- 
matic critic and news conferencier, and 
his smooth, suave spieling has carved a 
comfortable niche for him among lis- 
tening audiences. 

Yellow Cab Company having no com- 
petition in town, his job is strictly a 
good-will gesture. When caught he 
must have lost his place in the copy, and 
for no good reason at all asked the an- 
nouncer for a telephone and dialed for 
a Yellow Cab. Otherwise Gouraud 
barks with a nicety of diction and tonal 
modulations to stress what one man- 
about-town considers of importance in 
the day’s happenings.

Arthur (Bugs) Baer

network). 

One of the few commercials to come 
out of the Republican convention was 
this commentary series by the Hearst 
syndicated columnist, Arthur (Bugs) 
Baer. It provided a welcome relief from 
the steady barrage of political palaver 
that started with the convention and is 
now in store for the listeners until No- 
vember. B-C will probably sell a lot of 
headache stuff and gain considerable 
good will if it continues with Baer 
on the air. 

Baer is funny on the air and spares no 
one. His line of chatter is fast and 
loaded with chuckles. His style of de- 
livery fits in with the semi-abruptness 
of his punchy lines. Baer is unmatched 
in his ability to provide a laugh in a few 
words of comment and he is generally 
recognized as the king pin of them all 
in the way of gag similes.

tape. Several resolutions on traveling 
bands were left up to the executive 
board for action. 

Tackling the radio situation, Weber 
told of the hardship to traveling orches- 
tras when assessed stand-by bands on 
broadcasts. He said it cost one orches- 
tra $50,000 for one year and that “17 per 
cent of its gross price was confiscated 
from a certain orchestra.” “Most of the 
stand-by orchestras are paid out of con- 
tract money,” he added. “Even 50 per 
cent is too high.” He warned that the 
tax is “in the nature of exploitation,” 
and recalled that “we represent a mo- 
nopoly of good musicianship” and that 
this should be all the more reason why 
the AFM should seek to be “absolutely 
fair” in all its dealings. 

Last week the AFM executive board 
had considered the appeals of Fred Ware 
ing and of Wayne King against what 


they considered to be excessive stand-by 
charges by various locals. The board 
held that the charges were regularly 
made and denied the appeals. 


The convention accepted Weber's 
“fundamental rules covering radio 
aates,” as listed in last week’s issue of 


The Billboard. 
Ask Curb on Records 


Recordings took up a lot of time. 
Weber attacked “unfair” use of record- 
ings, citing the AFM’s support of Fred 
Waring’s test cases in Pennsylvania 
courts, and pledged the AFM to attempt- 
ing to establish favorable decisions na- 
tionally against those who try to use 


records commercially without compensa-. 


tion to musicians. 


Jacob Rosenberg, New York delegate, 
told of his local’s attempt to “cut out 
double sessions” and of bands which 
“knock out 15 or 20 numbers in three 
hours.” Richard McCann, also of New 
York, said “we are combating use of 
records to alternate with bands in dance 
halls.” J. W. Gillette, of Los Angeles, 
praised RCA and Brunswick for “fight- 
ing to keep records out of radio stations” 
and said “radio killed the record busi- 
ness.” 

A New York resolution seeking to set 
up a price scale for wax-recording com- 
mercial accounts was left to the exec- 
utive board for action. One delegate 
warned that film companies were ac- 
cumulating huge libraries of records 
which would some day be a menace to 
musicians, 


Doubling Ban Defeated 


New York’s attempt to put thru a ban 
on doubling on instruments on radio, 
symphony, theaters, opera, records and 
vitaphone was defeated’ immediately 
efter delegate Edward Canavan revealed 
that Local 802 was holding a special 
meeting to reconsider this particular 
situation. 

Apparently satisfied wfth the way the 
new licensing system was working, the 
convention voted to place more disci- 
plinary power in the hands of the exec- 
utive board and the president. Several 
resolutions were adopted urging locals 
to collect evidence on license law viola- 
tions and giving the executive board 
power to expel members guilty of viola- 
tions. 

Weber’s suggestion that members have 
the right to sue their leader, contractor 
or agent for the money difference in 
under-scale dates was approved. 


Several attempts were made by dele- 
gates to have the AFM extend its juris- 
diction and open a big membership cam- 
paign. The idea of a membership cam- 
paign was voted down. The AFM now 
has about 110,000 members, a gain of 
13,000 over the previous year, even tho 
it lost 31 locals last year. According to 
Weber, it has a general fund well ovér 
$220,000, as contrasted to the deficit of 
$40,000 two years ago. 


Extending Jurisdictions Nixed 


Resolutions to have the AFM extend 
its jurisdiction over band entertainers 
was voted down, Weber explaining that 
the AFA had this jurisdiction. The 
convention also voted down extending 
jurisdiction over “the operation of mu- 
sic amplifying systems.” It voted 
against a reciprocal working agreement 
with the billposters’ union. However, it 
voted in favor of assuming jurisdiction 
over music arrangers, copyists and or- 
chestral librarians. 


ASCAP Tieup Defeated 


A resolution citing “inequitable meth- 
ods of forcing licenses upon employers 
of members of the AFM are causing 
many establishments to discontinue hir- 
ing musicians” and that the AFM should 
support the ASCAP financially so that 
“the necessity for splitting their rewards 
with high-powered attorneys” would be 
abolished, and that ASCAP should grant 
special privileges to AFM members, was 
defeated by the convention. 

The convention voted for indorsement 
of the Frazier-Lundeen social insurance 
bill. Weber later said the AFM was still 
absolutely nonpartisan. 


Birnbach New Secretary 


Fred W. Birnbach was elected secree 
tary, succeeding the retiring William J. 
Kerngood. He received 487 votes, as 
against 106 for Leo Cluesmann and 10 
for Walter F. Daney. Charles L. Bagley 
was re-elected vice-president, without 
opposition, while Harry E. Brenton was 
re-elected treasurer with 466 votes, as 
against 138 for Moses E. Wright. J. Ed- 
ward Jarrott was re-elected executive 
board member from Canada.

Regarding the summer theater pro- 
gram of the Federal Project, all units 
not working during the summer months 
will be at the disposal of the portable 
theater, which will give free plays in 
various Metropolitan parks.

NEW YORK, June 13.—The Hudson 
River Day Line opened its summer night 
“showboat” cruises up the Hudson 
Wednesday, likewis2? the Kay Parsons 
showboat on the S. S. Bear Mountain. 
Next week Bobby Sanford gets his boat 
under way. which creates a three-way 
battle for the showboat biz and one that 
may deveiop additional competition. 


Sanford until this year produced for 
the Hudson River Day Line but broke 
away tc handle his own project. Par- 
sons’ outfit is backed by the McAllister 
Iine. Situation has the Hudson Line 
holding a monopoly on the best piers, 
such as West 42d and West 129th streets. 
Parsons’ boat has to leave from downtown 
at the Battery. It also may touch port 
at Hoboken for additional passengers. 
Its uptown pier is West 132d street. 
Some piers are not available to those 
other than Hudson Day Line until after 
9 p.m. 

Day Line has done away with the pro- 
ducer overhead and started its show by 
hiring the Julie Wintz Orchestra. Wintz 
brought in Al Davis,*who sold a few 
more acts. There is no floor show on 
this boat. In addition to the Wintz 
Orchestra, which creates excellent dance 
music on a spacious dance floor, a trio 
of Hawalians roam about entertaining 
groups of passengers.

Artist roams about making pictures of 
patrons, and other forms of entertain- 
ment and recreation are on tap and 
more are scheduled to be added.

Cost per trip is $1, and this 
is considered a good buy for a three- 
hour-and-twenty-minute trip up the 
Tiver. It is especially inviting on a hot 
night. Boats are roomy and well ap- 
pointed, with first-rate service and good 
Management. The operators of the boat 
will use whatever ship happens to be 
echeduled for a late trip that particular 
day and will concentrate chiefly on 
private parties. Special reduced rate 
will prevail for such biz, and if any 
individual patrons are around so much 
the better.

Night Club Reviews 


Astor Roof, New York 


Renovated as part of the general re- 
organization which the Astor Hotel re- 
cently underwent, the new roof gardens 
atop the hotel offer themselves as one 
of the loveliest spots in the city for 
the summer session. Only one drawback 
exists. That is that the place looks 
too long. Withal, tho, it’s intimate and 
informal and the decor is bright and 
cheery. The Astor’s kitchen is known 
the world over and needs no further 
recommendation. Couvert is 75 cents 
aften 10 p.m. and $1 on Sundays. Cock- 
tails are reasonable enough. 

Bands succeeding Rudy Vallee have a 
difficult mark to hit. Since the opening 
June 2 Vallee has been turning the 
trade away, which is to be expected. In 
addition to the orchestra, which packs 
the floor when dance sessions are on, 
and Vallee himself, there are five acts. 
These include Judy Starr, the Ritz 
Quartet (at the Astor!), Albert Campbell 
or Campabelli from the band, Cyril 
Smith and Lee Dixon. Miss Starr is a 
diminutive, attractive and cute person- 
ality. short on the voice but plenty 
powerful on the personality. Her de- 
livery is a mixture of several other 
femme warbling styles. Four men har- 
monize okeh, while Campabelli is an 
entertaining and amusing satirist on hot 
singers. Introduced as “the foremost 
-aritone of the day,” he tears into 
Sweet Sue and Dinah with a raft of 
mugging and posturing. He’s good for 
a belly laugh at any kind of a show. 
Emith’s work is well known and his 
rhymed fables of Albert and the Lion, 
the stubborn Yorkshireman, etc., are 
always entertaining regardless of how 
many times they may have been heard 
in the past. Dixon, rated as one of the 
up and coming young hoofers, did not 
show on the night caught (June 11). 
Kay Cody, harpisf, works during the off 
sessions on a small stage, about 10 feet 
above the band stage, and immediately 
in the back thereof. Stewart Sisters, 
Vallee’s regular trio, and the Ritz group 
also work up there. Other on the floor. 

Place deserves a rating as one of the 
best in town. Franken. 


Broadway Hofbrau, N. Y. 


Located in the Loew's State Building 
on Broadway and 45th, this spot has 
been a consistent money maker. With 
a seating capacity of around 800, it is 
usually crowded for both the dinner 
and supper show. 

Current show is conventional Bavarian 
entertainment except for a single nov- 
elty, an unusual cat act, which does 
much to give the show life. Novelty 
turn is Balassi and Skaren. Balassi 
works in a big black tom-cat skin, hop- 
Ping all over the dining tables and 


panicking the diners before making his 
actual entrance on the floor. Finally 
when he gets to the floor he has an 
aroused audience waiting for his ec- 
centric acrobatics, tumbling, head stands 
and comedy capers. Miss Skaren, cos- 
tumed as a pert kitten, aids in the 
final bits. A swell novelty turn per- 
fectly adapted to the night club floor. 

Show opens with singing waiters of- 
fering engaging numbers from The Desert 
Song, followed by Scotty Duncan, singer. 
Then Mitzie and Freddie come thru 
with a pleasing Bavarian slap dance, 
done with zest and skill. Big Don dis- 
plays a lusty basso voice leading the 
male vocal group, followed by Perry 
Mayo doing an applause-getting imper- 
sonation of Eddie Cantor in addition to 
a bit of singing. Alan Greene, formerly 
of Hit the Deck, contributes some ef- 
fective vocalizing and is later joined by 
Duke Leonard and blond little Miss Joyce 
Chandler in nice trio harmonizing. Leon- 
ard, who also does emsee, leads the group 
in his own queer version of the 
Schnitzlebank, which is good for laughs. 

Walter Frankl and Continentals, four 
men, handle the dance music capably, 
providing mostly waltzes for the con- 
servative crowd-here. Three Serenaders, 
a combo of pretty girls, alternate with 
pleasant instrumental music. Comprise 
violin, piano and accordion.

The Cocoanut Grove, Boston 


The renovated Cocoanut Grove in the 
Boston film district is perhaps the most 
picturesque spot in the Hub drawing a 
general night club patronage. The 
grove, managed by Angelo and operated 
by Ben Welansky, who also heads a lo- 
cal theater circuit, combines a blue and 
silver color motif with an equally at- 
tractive no-cover-charge policy. A slid- 
ing roof furnishes dancers on the mod- 
erately large dance floor with Atlantic 
breezes and a true celestial ceiling. At- 
mosphere is increased by the simple 
method of cording the pillars in the 
place with black hemp rope and turning 
them into palms with silver leaves and 
golden cocoanuts. Terrace effects are 
at one side and one end. A bar, its 
back decorated with caricatures of 
screen stars, rambles along the south 
side. 

There is a ceiling of star-studded blue 
cloth, a corrugated roof of red tile in 
another place, trailing vines of red and 
silver flowers and stucco walls of a 
creamy hue. The marvel is that altho 
no particular scheme of design seems to 
be followed, the result is remarkably 
harmonious. 

Two floor shows are put on nightly. 
The sliding ceiling closes and a rich 
golden tangerine glow predominates the 
place. Larry Funk and an eight-piece 
orchestra furnishing the music at pres- 
ent. It is ample but not noteworthy. 


for tieup permitting clubs to rotate 
shows nightly. Owners wanted two dif- 
ferent shows each evening and planned 
to swap shows in the middle of the 
night, with the acts getting a single 
salary.

Louis Mosconi, AFA rep in Philadelphia, 
handled the complaint for Miss Fields 
and thru negotiations with Kilby and 
AFA New York office a settlement was 
effected. 

Local office of AFA also settled com- 
plaint of Miss Phoebe Webster, who 
Paid $7.50 to Metropolitan Employment 
Agency for a summer job and after fail- 
ing to get job was refused return of the 
fee. AFA complaint to License Depart- 
ment brought results, with License In- 
spector Galvin handling the case.

NEW YORK, June 13.—Charles E. 
Green, head of Consolidated Radio 
Artists, Inc., has purchased the business 
of the Universal Feature Attractions in 
Cleveland, which was headed by Stan- 
ford Zucker.

Open to Vaude Performer

Agents and acts alike cheered by interest of legit and 
pix fields—circuits becoming more flesh-minded because 
of film grosses—specialties better off 


NEW YORK. June 13.—While the field has practically slowed up to a stand- 
still, much optimism is being felt by performers and agents alike as regards their 


chances for next season. 


Reason for much of the optimism is the fact that this 


past season showed that the avenues to other talent outlets were open to the 


vaude people, particularly the legit and picture fields. 


Furthermore, indications 


are that the circuits, beset by poor box-office grosses because of weak film product, 


are becoming more stage-show-minded. 
bright hopes are only held for acts that 
are adaptable to other fields and not acts 
that are limited in makeup only to 
vaude, which, of course, makes the out- 
look brighter for the specialty person. 


With most of the better agents and 
quite a few performers being called to 
the Coast, the East affords little com- 
petition for the agents and acts ncw 
here. Whereas in previous seasons it 
Was extremely difficult to gain entrance 
into legit offices or in seeing Eastern 
talent scouts for the film studios, this 
past season found those doors wide open. 
Most of the vaude agents have become 
anything but vaude agents, selling talent 
to legit, films, clubs and other fields. 
And most vaude performers have been 
busy auditioning for these other fields 
right along. 


The specialty artist has been getting 
the biggest breaks of all acts. First, 
they have fitted into the stage shows the 
picture houses have been putting on 
lately and also fit easily into the unit 
shows. Furthermore, specialty talent is 
usually given more of an o. o. by the 
legit and picture scouts. The latter have 
been stating right along to agents and 

acts alike that their doors are open wide 
at all times to any likely talent and 
they are always ready to catch any such 
people. 

Loew’s awakening to stage shows augurs 
well for the vaude field, for that circuit, 
more than all others, definitely was pic- 
ture-minded and had little desire to 
throw flesh policies into its houses. 
However, poor grosses with weak film 
product brought them to an about- 
face. RKO, on the other hand, has been 
desirous of playing stage shows, but has 
been having difficulty in lining up the 
“name” talent it wanted. Yet that cir- 
cuit intends using a lot of combo policies 
next season. 


Ripley Unit Clicks 
At Montreal House 


MONTREAL, June 13.—The No. 1 Be- 
lieve-It-or-Not Ripley unit, produced 
and booked by the National Broadcasting 
Company Artists’ Service, opened here 
yesterday at Loew's (Paramount date) 
and was enthusiastically received by @ 
capacity house.

NEW YORK, June 13.—After its first 
week of a supposedly two-week plaving 
of “name” vaude grossing a little better 
than $15,000, Loew's Metropolitan, 
Brooklyn, has decided to extend the 
vaude for a third week. Studying the 
first week, Loew execs are reported as 
being in favor of restoring vaude to the 
house this fall as a permanent policy 
and also spasmodically using stage shows 
at its other local theaters. 

The Met’s 15 grand week last week was 
somewhat disappointing, but the man- 
agement found the policy drawing a new 
patronage and also saw indications that 
the business will build on the following 
weeks. The third week’s show, opening 
this Friday, will be headed by Ed Sul- 
livan and the Three Ritz Brothers, with 
others on the show including Harold 
Stern and ork, Robbins Family and 
Ethel Shepard. 

A vaude policy this fall for the Met 
seems very likely in view of the situa- 
tion in the downtown section of Brook- 
lyn, the opposition being too keen. For 
this abbreviated playing of vaude it is 
reported that Loew made an arrange- 
ment with RKO, the deal calling for the 
Show Boat film going into the Albee 
instead of the Met. 

In view of weak film product and the 
poor grosses in the straight picture 
houses, Loew is becoming more stage- 
show-minded. It is expected that vaude 
tryouts will be staged at the Paradise, 
Bronx, and the Valencia, Jamaica. There 
is also a possibility of Loew’s 175th 
Street being given a crack at it. This 
augurs well for next season's possibilities 
ag regards the use of vaude by Loew. 

Inasmuch as the circuit is beating pit 
musician costs by booking stage bands, 
which are members of the local unit, 
and doubling them into the pit, the 
gamble is not as heavy as it ordinarily 
would be.

Bring Back Legit Place 


Frank Gillmore’s trip may develop into field campaign 
for return of road—Equity editorial argues for united 
theatrical forces—says time is ripe to strike 


NEW YORK, June 13.—If present plans materialize, the Coast trip of Frank 
Gillmore, president of Actors’ Equity, will be largely devoted to reconnoitering and 
contacting to arouse theatrical and general public interest with a view of reviving 


the road. 


During the past 10 vears three such plans were attempted, the chief 


idea being a system of rotary stock. Whether or not the current calculations will 


shape along similar lines is not definitely known. 


The opening gun of the Equity 


campaign is in an editorial published in the current issue of Equity Magazine, 


where there is given a resume of oppor- 
tunities and ciycumstances which, if ap- 
proacned with the right spirit by a uni- 
fied theatrical front, will aid consider- 
ably in lifting the theater from its pres- 
ent condition. -Commenting on the re- 
cent healing of the breach between the 
dramatists and managers, the editorial 
pleads for burial of differences among 
actors, playwrights, producers and vari- 
ous other factions and declares the time 
is ripe for a season of concerted accom- 
plishment. 

This argument is supplemented by a 
reference to William A. Brady’s speech 
at the annual Equity meeting May 25, on 
which occasion Brady eloquently scored 
factional differences at a time when, ac- 
cording to Equity Magazine, “The thea- 
ter is given another opportunity to 
emerge from the slough of depression. 
It is an opportunity that has to be 
grasped or it will escape as have so 
many other opportunities before it... . 

“Mr. Brady says, and Equity is in no 
mood to dispute it, that this is the op- 
portunity of half a century for the thea- 
ter to make a comeback such as has never 
before been witnessed. But it can only 
be made if producers, playwrights, actors 
and others can plan and move together.” 


Referendum on 


Jr. Rule Expected 


NEW YORK, June 13.—When Equity’s 
Council meets for its regular weekly 
session Tuesday it is likely that the 
proposed junior membership ruling, 
specifying 50 weeks of paid work in addi- 
tion to two years’ apprentice standing, 
will be thrown for final settlement to a 
national referendum by virtue of a 
clause in the constitution making such 
action mandatory on the receipt by the 
council of signed petitions totaling 100 
names. This procedure is deemed au- 
thoritative by the Equity administration 
under another constitutional proviso 
which states that such action is possible 
when ballots on the provision were cast 
by less than 750 members. This was the 
case at the last election meeting May 
25. 

Queried on the referendum yesterday, 
Frank Gillmore, Equity president, said 
that petitions had been coming in but 
that no official computation would be 
taken before June 15, which is one day 
before the council’s scheduled confab. 

Opponents of the measure see in it 
another plan to keep the insurgent 
younger members under control by 
lengthening the apprentice period and 
denying them the right to vote on 
Equity problems. Other protests are 
directed against the fact that summer 
stock engagements are not included in 
the 50-week stipulation, that it deprives 
actors of decent livelihood by keeping 
them in the $25 a week wage class, and 
that the retroactive feature of the 
amendment, which would make it ap- 
plicable to all juniors who joined under 
definite conditions and abided by them, 
would constitute a breaking of contract 


and faith on the part of Equity and 
would leave the organization open to 
jegal suit on that ground 


Those favoring the measure see in it 
@ protection against loose voting by 
those not conversant with theater prob- 
lems. 


‘Chalk Dust? Again Extended 


CHICAGO, June 13.—Chalk Dust, the 
WPA Federal Theater play now in its 
seventh week at the Great Northern 
Theater, has again had its run extended, 
this time for another two weeks. After 
announcing that the show would close 
June 13 to make room for Triple A 
Plowed Under, WPA officials now say 
that it will positively close June 27. The 
house will be dark for a week before 
Triple A Plowed Under opens June 6.

Clicks in Village 


NEW YORK, June 13.—The Gillmore 


Cherry Lane Music Hall last night pre- 
sented an old-fashioned melodrama, No 
Mother To Guide Her, concocted of an 
oily villain, a sprinkling of illegitimate 
babes, a marvelously dumb and bovine 
hero and a couple of dames pursued. 
This hiss-the-villain-applaud-the-hero 
opus was performed by an enthusiastic 
cast with very apt additional dialog sup- 
plied by an audience completely immune 
to stage fright and ready at all times to 
offer sound advice. John Livingston, a 
city slicker and bank robber, creates 
the excess population, marries and 
poisons a second girl, kills her father, 
commits robberies and places most of 
the blame on Ralph Carlton, whose I. 
Q. is negligible. The final unwinding of 
the plot reverses the current order of 
things, the dead prove to be among the 
living, and the cops get the right people.

“We Who Live” Is 
Given Two Showings 


NEW YORK, June 13. — An inept 
little piece called We Who Live, the work 
of Norman Collins, was presented for 
two performances, last night and to- 
night, at the New School for Social Re- 
search by an outfit calling itself Mannel 
Associates. A sparse audience applauded 
enthusiastically on opening night, but it 
will take more than applause to make 
anything out of We Who Live. 

Mr. Collins had a good idea for a play; 
he had one character which, if sur- 
rounded by anything approaching theat- 
rical competence, might have been a ter- 
rific figure, and he is certainly intelli- 
gent. Yet despite all that his play is a 
feeble little effort, more to be pitied 
than censured. Chiefly, that is because 
Mr. Collins seems to have no faint idea 
of how to write for the stage. 

He tells of a pitifully poor couple on 
a Pennsylvania farm, the wife driven 
close to madness by the everlasting pov- 
erty, and the husband a good-natured, 
easy-going, loving hulk. To them come 
the wife’s son by another marriage and 
the son's fiancee. The lad earns fair 
money in the city, and it is the mother’s 
warped plan to leave her husband and 
force herself on her boy. But her boy, 
brought up a convert to the great Amer- 
ican creed of get-what-you-want-no- 
matter-how, tells off his old lady bru- 
tally, ending up with the suggestion that, 
since she has nothing left to live for, she 
might as well stop living. 

Ma, surprisingly enough, takes the 
hint and does herself in quite handily. 
Sonny-boy, shocked, thinks things over, 
and he and his fiancee come to the con- 
clusion that it’s all caused by dat ol’ 
debbil Economics and that everybody 
ought to try to do something about it. 
Or words to that effect; it’s hard to tell 
just what is what in Mr. Collins’ mud- 
dled dramaturgy. Having talked things 
out to their hearts’ content (if not to 
the audience’s) the youngsters leave, 
with ma’s newly-made widower sadly 
watching over the corpse. 

Mr. Collins himself staged the play, 
thereby proving that his lack of theat- 
rical knowledge extends devastatingly to 
direction. The four-character cast 
worked valiantly, with Vivian Mayo, who 
played ma, showing indications of power 
when the lines didn’t get her, and with 
Ruth Chapman, a cute youngster who 
played the fiancee, suggesting that she 
may be an ingenue possibility when she 
gets more experience. 

The show rang up at 9 o'clock and 
ended by 10:30. At least that’s some- 
thing. EUGENE BURR. 


Income Tax Tangles Clarified 
For Actors by Note to Equity 


NEW YORK, June 13.—Income tax 
rulings affecting actors who accept en- 
gagements in foreign countries are clari- 
fied in the appended letter, sent by the 
office of the Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue to Frank Gillmore, president of 
Actors’ Equity, and quoted in the cur- 
rent issue of Equity Magazine: 


“Reference is made to your letter of 
March 26, 1936, in which you state that 
the British Actors’ Equity Association, of 
London, Eng., is anxious to learn the 
taxable position of the American actor 
who goes abroad to work. You inclose 
copies of some correspondence in con- 
nection with this question and request 
to be furnished a correct answer. 


“Your attention is directed to Article 
11-2 of Regulations 86, pertaining to the 
income tax under the Revenue Act of 
1934, which reads in part: 


“Citizens or residents of the United 
States liable to tax. ...In general citi- 
zens of the United States, wherever resi- 
dent, are liable to tax, and it makes no 
difference that they may own no assets 
within the United States and may re- 
ceive no income from sources within the 
United States. * * *’ 


“One of the exceptions to this general 
rule of liability to tax is provided by 
Section 116 of the act which provides 
in part: 

“In addition to the items specified in 
Section 22 (b) the following items shall 
not be included in gross income and 
shall be exempt from taxation under 
this title: 

“*(a) Earned income from sources 
without United States. . . In the ‘cases 
of an individual citizen of the United 
States a bona fide nonresident of the 


United States for more than six months 
during the taxable year, amounts re- 
ceived from sources without the United 
States (except amounts paid by the 
United States or any agency thereof) if 
such amounts would constitute earned 
income as defined in Section 25 (a) if 
received from sources within the United 
States, but such individual shall not be 
allowed as a deduction from his gross 
income any deductions properly allocable 
to or chargeable against amounts ex- 
cluded from gross income under this 
subsection.’ 

“The place where the services are 
rendered is the source of the income. 
Consequently the compensation for serv- 
ices rendered abroad is earned income 
from sources without the United States. 
Under the above quoted provision of 
law a citizen of the United States who 
is an actor and who is away from the 
United States for more than six months 
of the taxable year is not required to 
include in his gross income the salary 
or other compensation he receives for 
his services rendered without the United 
States. ‘If, however, an actor is away 
from the United States for less than 
six months of the taxable year he is 
taxable upon the salary he received for 
the services rendered abroad in the same 
manner as if he had remained in the 
United States. 

“It is assumed that by the phrase 
‘American actor who goes abroad’ you 
do not mean an American actor who 
goes to a possession of the United States, 
as Puerto Rico, the Philippine Islands, 
etc. There are special provisions of 
the income tax law which are applicable 
to citizens of the United States working 
in a possession of the United States.”

Stage Swears

League fights attempt to 
force aldermanic measure 
banning all profanity 

® 


NEW YORK, June 13.—Alignment of 
Broadway’s theater business against an 
anti-profanity campaign sponsored by a 
purist named Arthur §. Colborne, of the 
Studio of Paris Art Galleries, took a 
definite turn when Dr. Henry Moskowitz, 
executive adviser to the League of New 
York Theaters, sent a letter outlining 
the attitude of the League to Harry 
Imre Kohn, aldermanic examiner, who 
is conducting a survey for Aldermanic 
President Timothy J. Sullivan on the 
use of profanity on the New York stage. 
Whatever legislation if any will be 
passed will be dependent on the findings 
of the examining committee. 


The protest of the League, whose 
stand is essentially that of the National 
Council for Freedom From Censorship, 
voices succinctly the attitude of all 
those having a genuine interest in the 
stage and is quoted below: 


“I have your letter under date of May 
22 referring to a proposed statute pro- 
hibiting the use of profanity on the 
stage and requesting the attitude of the 
theater on such an ordinance. 


“We are opposed to any additional 
ordinances which impose a censorship 
on the theater. We believe that there is 
sufficient power in the provisions of the 
penal code to prevent the indecent use 
of profanity on the stage. We are op- 
posed to the use of profanity as a 
method of providing an audience with 
an illicit thrill, but we can readily ap- 
preciate a legitimate use of a profane 
word if it is an integral part of a situa- 
tion or a character. We are opposed to 
the exploitation of profanity as such 
but do not believe it can be done away 
with by speqial censorship ordinances. 


“I would suggest that you get in 
touch with Mr. Clifton Reed, secretary 
of the National Council on Freedom 
From Censorship, as he has considerable 
material on the subject which would be 
of use to you.” 


The letter is signed by Dr. Moskowitz. 

Reed stated in effect that such power 
vested in the hands of “irresponsible 
bureaucrats might become dangerous.” 
License Commissioner Paul Moss, who 
recently was unsuccessful in clamping 
Gown cn burlesque houses, takes his 
etand this time with the League forces. 


Should sufficient protests be sent to 
the office of the board of aldermen at 
City Hall it is probable that the whole 
movement will be dropped. Dr. Mosko- 
witz has asked League members to state 
their attitude to Examiner Kohn in 
writing and file duplicate letters with 
the League. 


Report Made 
On Arbitrations 


NEW YORK, June 13.—Rebecca 
Brownstein, legal representative of 
Equity, in a report on the year's arbi- 
trations published in the organization's 
official paper, Equity Magazine, con- 
gratulates the American Arbitration As- 
sociation on its work and states that 
the number of arbitrations of the cur- 
rent year show a decrease of 42'4 per 
cent as compared with the figures of 
the previous year. Similarly the num- 
ber of cases involving actors and agents 
or managers settled without recourse to 
the arbitration body has increased in 
proportion. In the majority of cases 
where other than minimum conditions 
were involved settlement was made by 
payment of the full amount stipulated 
by Equity. 

Records of the American Arbitartion 
Association filed with Equity for the 
period beginning April 6, 1935, and end- 
ing April 1, 1936, indicate a total of 23 
arbitrations begun, with claims totaling 
$8,788.78 in addition to points pertain- 
ing to right of contract. Thirteen of 
these were arbitrated, 11 were decided in 
favor of Equity; two, involving $195, 
were decided in favor of the manager, 
and one, thru permission, was taken 
care of by a personal attorney.

Business light at this second show 
catching, the hot weather generally 
sloughing the biz in town. Show, tho, 
hasn't been sloughed any. for it’s still 
a lively hour and 25-minute layout (at 
times, much too lively), is peopled with 
good talent, and is dressed in a fashion 
expensive for burly. Dialog and strip 
girls predominate over everything else, 
but there is a sufficient amount of pic- 
ture numbers tc dress up the show. 

Comic staff is a most able one, com- 
prising Art Gardner, Tommy Raft and 
Herbie Faye. A glance at these three 
names and you know you are sure of 
belly-laughs, but quite frequently the 
boys dip too deeply into the blue. It’s 
not necessary for they can get as many 
Jaughs with less suggestive material. 
Faye and Gardner are old reliables, al- 
Ways sure of their laugh score, while 
Raft, new around these parts, is an- 
other socko addition to burly’s comics, 
a little fellow who gets big laughs. 

The funsters are expertly fed by Jimmy 
Francis and Phil Stone, the latter dou- 
bling towards the finish in singing roles. 
Francis does most of the feeding and 
Coes it well, while Stone’s feed assign- 
ments are handled cleverly and he also 
mikes a good song. Practically all of the 
strip girls double into bits, with Diane 
Johnson contributing outstanding work. 

Strippers are six in number, compris- 
ing, in order of appearance, Mary 
Brown, Diane Johnson, Dolores Dawn, 
Bubbles Yvonne, Sunya Smiles Slane and 
Louise Stewart. Even-Stephen on blonds 
and brunets, and they are a pretty lot, 
dressed tastefully, and disrobing expert- 
ly. Blonds are Mary, Diane and Smiles, 
with the latter doing a very smart tease. 
Brunets are Dolores, Bubbles and Louise. 
They’re all eye-openers for the customers, 
some of them working in a way as to 
make the boys’ eyes pop out. 

In addition to Stone’s singing, Gordon 
Clark, a dude in appearance, warbles 
the production numbers, wielding a lot 
of class and a nice voice, tho without a 
mike it’s not audible enough. Then, too, 
there are the 14 chorines, who, while not 
up on looks, more than make up for it 
by their energetic handling of nice en- 
semble numbers. They work hard, for 
which they rate a hand. One of the 
kids doubles out of line to do an effective 
sensuous dance routine. 

It’s a Billy Koud production, and good.

NEW YORK, June 13.—The members 
of the Eastern Burlesque Managers’ As- 
sociation will meet next Saturday morn- 
ing in the offices of the Actors’ Fund of 
America, with Sam A. Scribner presiding. 
With the managers already out of the 
office they shared with the Theater 
Authority, there is indication that next 
week’s meeting may decide as to 
whether the organization should con- 
tinue or not. 


The EBMA shared office space with 
the Theater Authority, group regu- 
lating benefits, in the Brill Building, 
but this week the EBMA’s name went 
off the door. Furthermore, there is a 
general report that several members are 
no longer desirous of continuing in the 
organization, with the result that next 
week’s meeting will probably be a 
showdown as to whether the organiza- 
tion should continue. 


The Burlesque Artists’ Association

“The Original Billy Minsky’s,” sans 
the Minskys, is doing very well by it- 
self under the supervision of the Wein- 
stock clan. Lower floor standing room 
at this first show, scaling at 25 and 35 
cents, and plenty of value in the hour 
and 22-minute show. Show paced at a 
fast tempo, bedecked with colorful cos- 
tumes and sets, and peopled with good 
talent. Only rub is the sinking too deep 
into the blue, especially the dance-hall 
bit. 

Comic division comprises Mike Sachs, 
Lou Costello and Irving Selig. They 
are as splendid a triq of funmakers as 
you could want, getting the most out of 
stand-by material. And this is one 
house where dialog is ,of paramount im- 
portance to the customers, and they 
were satisfied. Sachs’ dance-hall bit 
is too raw, and he’s a comic who doesn't 
have to resort to that to poll laugh re- 
turns.

Both fellows are experts in their line, 
observing the fast tempo of the show.

The stripping crew is an excellent 
one, girls who don’t just rely on parade 
strips but whose talents also include 
song and dance specialties and handling 
lines. The girls are June White (the 
other White sister only taking finale 
bows), Joan Carroll, Pat Paree, Ann 
Valentine, Lillian Murray and Betty 
Rowland. Latter has no stripping spot, 
but she does near-nudes in excellent 
dance specialties, including tap and toe 
work. She’s a lovely miss. The Misses 
White, Carroll, Paree, Valentine and 
Murray are all expert disrobers, pulling 
much applause from the folks. In ad- 
dition, Miss Paree does a swell cooch 
specialty, Miss Valentine sings nicely, 
and the Misses White and Carroll are 
active and swell workers in bits. 

Simmons sings the show well enough, 
doing the production numbers creditably 
and also doing quite a bit of trailer 
singing for the strippers. The show’s 
production value is enhanced by the 11 
chorines and the six showgirls. They're 
on often and they are observers of pre- 
cision and attempts at liveliness.

Alrtu Sugass Domine 


IME does indeed march on. It seems like yesterday that the Burlesque Artists’ 

Association was an infant in swaddling clothes; articulate to an extent but 

sadly lacking in power and prestige as is the lot of any brand-new organi- 
zation of actors in an atmosphere of antagonism. The calendar and its telltale 
digits assure us that in a few weeks the BAA will have passed its third milestone, 
Yet emphasis on the lightning passage of time is somewhat unfair to the BAA. 
If one were to measure the BAA’s record with a rod marked off with spaces of 
achievement it would be just as difficult to believe that in the brief space of three 
years a combine of actors could have accomplished so much to better conditions 
generally. 

Tom Phillips, president and executive secretary of the BAA, will give an ac- 
count of his stewardship to his colleagues on June 28 at the annual meeting and 
elections. Because two men proved themselves true blue in a time of crisis the 
election portion of the meeting will be marked by less danger to the future of one 
of the most progressive organizations in the movement to organize the performer. 
These men—Merwin Harmen and John Cook—were selected to run as president 
and second vice-president respectively on the opposition ticket gotten up by a 
group of maicontents. As soon as Harmon heard of his selecticn he lost no time 
wiring to the BAA that he is not in sympathy with the opposition movement and 
will not permit his name to be used in connection with it under any circumstances. 
Cook acted similarly. It is at times like this, when the ego of men is being fervently 
courted and when temptation is great to advance one’s selfish interests above that 
of a group, that men show their true colors. Harmon and Cook acted with wisdom 
and sportsmanship. They are to be congratulated by all who have close to their 
hearts the best interests of the burlesque performer. 

oF * * 


In order to avoid creating the wrong impression by the foregoing we hasten 
to assure those of our readers with rebellion nestling in their hearts that we take 
Phillips with a grain of salt as we do every leader in the actors’ movement. We 
concede human frailties in the man who has led the BAA from verbose nothing- 
ness to a state of practically impregnable strength. Phillips is not at all times 
as easy-going and diplomatic as many rightfully claim he should be. To which 
we reply that it is far better for the burlesque performer that a man of unim- 
peachable character and guts hold down Phillips’ post than one with a charming 
Park avenue manner and petty larceny sticking out of his sleeve, 

Phillips has not (he will himself confess) been as kindly and tolerant of man- 
agers as one who doesn’t know what it is all about would expect in an actors’ 
leader. But he hasn't had to deal for the most part with managers who are frank 
and open in their negotiations and whose word can be depended upon in matters 
that affect the welfare of men and women who look to burlesque as their only 
means of livelihood. 

The minor revolt that has fizzled and will probably be extinguished com- 
pletely when the annual meeting takes place would ordinarily be open to inter- 
pretation as a healthy phenomenon. No organization can be expected to make 
progress unless there is always in the process of ferment a constructive minority. 
Such a condition places the administration on its guard; acts as a check against 
rashness, bureaucratic tendencies and extravagance. 

We don’t regard the BAA administration as being infallible to the extent that 
opposition, regardless of its motive or the character of its proponents, is to be 
decried. By no means. However, it is shabby taste in procedure as well as poorly 
advised tactics for a group in the BAA to lift at this time even a finger in real or 
threatened opposition to a man who has done more for the burlesque performer 
than any single individual in the history of this peculiar and much-maligned 
industry. Many years from now, when the infantile days of the BAA will be 
_ history, high above all the others in retrospect will appear the figure of Tom 
Phillips, divested by kindly time of all of his condonable faults. And those who 
tried to oppose him in the days when he needed co-operation most will be charitably 
forgotten. What will remain in the memories of those who are today working out 
a new destiny for the burlesque performer will be a hazy recollection of a crown 
of thorns a leader was forced to wear during the early days of struggle; few will 
have even a vague recollection of the identity of those who gave false hope to 
managers who would see the actor in chains and fetters—the ill-advised trouble 
brewers who fashioned the crown in the dark corners of Broadway's beer joints. 


*+ 


HERE being no major vaudeville offices worth talking about and no cenffal 
agency for the regulation of relations between performers and bookers in the 
night club field, it is understandable why the squawks are lotud and numerous 

on the part of agents in vaude and bookers in the night club field about the 
difficulty of collecting commissions. 

The actor attracts sympathy because of his helvlessness in the usual situa- 
tion bereft of booking regulation by a disciplinary body. But the actor is by no 
means an angel with a mortal frame. The actor is unbusinesslike; he is, as a 
class, ungrateful, and his peculiar way ofttimes of fighting back at the manager 
who withholds his salary or cuts it arbitrarily is to stick another manager who is 
as innocent as a new-born babe by holding out commissions. With all that can 
be truthfully said in protest against conditions in the days when vaudefilm cir- 
cuits were going full blast we maintained then and still insist that Pat Casey's 
Joint Complaint Bureau functioned efficiently and fairly. If favoritism could be 
imputed to the bureau it was most assuredly on the side of the actor rather than 
the manager. There is no Joint Complaint Bureau tcday. There is nothing re- 
sembling it. Which means chaos for the actor; insecure incomes for the active 
agents and a gold mine for the stalling, lying and cheating shyster lawyers who 
encourage litigation that anybody with common sense and without the slightest 
amount of legal acumen can see is hopeless. 

* + * 

The re-establishment at this time of a Joint Complaint Bureau or a regulating 
or arbitration agency even slightly resembling it is out of the question. Major 
Donovan's bureau had the blessing and cudgeled backing of the circuits. Dono- 
van's decisions, made under the protecting wing of The Pat. were enforced by the 
circuits tied up with the Variety Managers’ Association. There is really no VMA 
today—at least as applied to theaters using stage shows. Therefore any attempt 
to build up on the ashes of the defunct JCB a new regulation agency would be 
doomed to failure. Just as any laws passed by a legislature are worthless if not 
backed up by enforcement machinery. 

A Joint Complaint Pureau being inconceivable, the outlook for stabilizing actor- 
manager relations in the shell known as vaudeville is dark indeed. But this isn’t 
by any means the only way cut of the present mess. There is the opportunity 
for the formation of a powerful agents’ organization covering both theater and 
night club booking. The realization of this might not be fraught ipso facto with 
good for the actor. Yet there is nothing to indicate that astute leadership could 


not eventually reflect benefit for both the actor and the men who buy and sell his 
services, 


* * * 

Agents have tried often to organize. Activity was greatest at the time the 
NRA codes were heing formulated. As we look back on the various attempts we 
find that the fault lay chiefly in the character of the men who were behind the

The old-time leaps were presented and 
this show really had them, all doing 
aoubles to the strains of DeWitt’s Reels 
end Jigs. The big-top musical organiza- 
tion was W. F. Weldon’s Concert Band 
of 20 musicians, a real circus band; in 
all newspaper advertising the band was 
mentioned. Weldon had been band- 
master in the ’90s with Ringling Bros. 
and was still using some of the same 
music. Blue and gold coats and white 
helmets worn by the band had also seen 
service with the Ringling show, likewise 
a big mirrored band wagon and eight- 
horse team. Doc Coates was big-show 
announcer (later on with Mighty Haag 
Railroad Show) and Mr. Blush super- 
intendent of reserved seat tickets. 
Menagerie consisted of one large per- 
forming elephant, Gyp; two camels, one 
zebra, one sacred ox and a few cages of 


animals. Show went as far west as New 
Mexico. Santa Fe and Albuquerque 


were two of the banner stands of the 
season. Late in September the show 
entered Texas, playing in. every section 
of the Lone Star State (59 stands in 
all), including all the important towns 
in the Panhandle country, and I will 
say that some of these were really wild- 
looking places 26 years ago. Closing 
date was December 14 in Brenham, Tex., 
on a rather cold day.

The other important item is the 
conditions that exist in present-day 
show business. When Thurston suc- 
ceeded Kellar as America’s foremost ma- 
gician Kellar had something to hand 
him—a season’s routing in the legitimate 
Klaw & Erlanger and the Stair & 
Haviland theaters and with a clause in 
the contract that the circuit could not 
play any other magician. This was one 
of the setbacks to both Blackstone and 


myself, as well as to Servis LeRoy, 
one of the greater magicians of all 
times. Now with the legitimate cir- 


cuits practically closed, what is there to 
succeed to? Vaudeville and unit bookers 
and managers are the ones who have the 
situation in hand and it is the magician 
they book and play who will be out- 
standing. At the present there is no 
doubt in my mind that Harry Black- 
stone is the outstanding magician. He 
is a finished artist and showman and 

e has his show organized at the pres- 
ent time. As stated above, it is the 
bookers and managers who have the 
matter in their hands. The effects and 
apparatus of Thurston, outside of 1 few 
items, will not mean much to a real 
showman, as his show has been done for 
years and the theater-going public is 
crying for something new. Mr. Houston 
mentions that Harry Blackstone might 
feel that he does not need the Thurston 
name. I think he is right, as Harry has 
gone along for years successfully with- 
out it and doesn’t need it now. There 
will be plenty of room for Harry Black- 
stone, Rajah Raboid or any other magi- 
cian, myself included, who presents a 
unit that is approved of and booked by 
the circuit heads, for they hold the reins.

It will be noted that these walkers 
would average about 28 miles a day so 
that they would anticipate completing 
the entire walk in about 20 days. During 
the walk they were supposed to eat only 
cracked wheat and skim milk in order 
to reduce. 

It will also be noted that this walking 
contest is taking place in New York City, 
which bars all endurance contests from 
running more than eight hours per day. 
If this is lawful and public officials, ine 
cluding the mayor, participate in it, 
isn't it clear to see that a Steeplechase 
Derby that is a walking contest from 
Coast to Coast carried on inside an en- 
larged building under. proper auspices 
where the contestants are fed properly 
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(and not on cracked wheat and skim 
milk) would go over in a splendid man- 
ner.

In a letter received from Bob Cole, 
who is well known in the endurance 
field, it is suggested that such cross- 
country walking derbies be run in the 
building. Well, that is the general idea 
of my National Steeplechase Derby. 

When will operators, participants and 
emsees wake up to the fact that they 
are missing a golden opportunity? Every 
large city containing a large building is 
ripe for one of these shows, which are 
perfectly lawful and should be produc- 
tive of tremendous financial returns to 
the city, to the participants and to the 
operators. Think it over, operators.

We've heard so much in the past about 
disturbances at endurance contests and 
so we come to the Saturday night of 
May 16 in Madison Square Garden, New 
York. At the end of the second round 
of a certain boxing match (I'll call it 
that to be charitable) the chairman of 
the boxing commission ordered the ref- 
eree to enforce quicker breaks. The 
referee attempted to do so in the third 
round and aroused the ire of the rooters 
in the gallery. Let me quote from the 
New York American, which gave a de- 
scription of what followed: “A beer bot- 
tle hurtled down and struck in the mid- 
dle of the ring, just missing the fighters, 
and skidded off the canvas into the 
ringside seats. A moment later a whisky 
bottle struck almost the same _ spot. 
Ringside patrons became panicky and 
many left their seats. Plain-clothes men 
were hurriedly dispatched to the gal- 
leries and remained thereafter, removing 
one of the bottle throwers.” 

Can any of the readers possibly imag- 
ine ministers, P.-T. A.’s or public officials 
passing legislation to stop boxing 
matches because of this terrible inci- 
dent? That’s just as possible as it is 
for Haile Selassie to become Czar of 
Russia. Why? Because the boxing in- 
dustry is well organized. The roof would 
be raised in this country if anyone ever 
attempted to do such a thing. Because 
boxing can be carried on in a decent 
manner if properly regulated. 

That is what I have been saying and 
writing for years regarding the endur- 
ance contest game. The industry itself 
can be regulated in such a fashion as to 
protect everyone in the industry as well 
as the country at large. The moment 
cperators wake up to the fact that they 
are losing a wonderful opportunity to 
conduct a clean enterprise in an honor- 
able fashion with proper regulation 
under a good organization, the sooner 
will the endurance contest game have a 
rebirth that will astound everybody.

Nathan Burkan, the nation’s leading theatrical lawyer, who during his career 
represented leading figures in the world of show business such as Charles B. Dilling- 
ham, Florenz Ziegfeld, Al Jolson, Ernst Lubitsch, Walter Wanger, Mae West, Charlie 
Chaplin, the Four Marx Brothers, Arthur M. Loew, Mary Pickford and Victor Herbert, 
died at his summer some in Creat Neck, L. I., N. Y., June 6 of acute indigestion, as 


mentioned in a news story in last issue. 


He was 58. At the time of his death he 


was counsel for the American Society of Composers, Authors and Publishers, which 
organization he helped found in 1914, and was a member of the legal counsel for 


Columbia Pictures and MCM. 


Burkan, who was Tammany leader of the 17th Assembly District South, in Man- 
hattan, came to this country from Roumania in 1879 and was admitted to the bar in 


1902. 


Altho he did not confine himself to theatrical litigation, his knowledge of 


copyrights, contracts and matters affecting show people was such that he quickly 
assumed a leading role in this specialty. The Copyright Act of 1909 was aided con- 
siderably in its passage by Burkan’s support, and in 1917 Justice Oliver Wendell Holmes, 


before whom he argued, put the official okeh on his copyright theories.

CHICAGO, June 13.—The Tom Mix 
Circus is definitely set to open at the 
Coliseum here June 29 for a 10-day en- 
gagement under auspices of the Gold- 
blatt stores. 

Goldblatt’s, operating nine large pop- 
ular-priced department stores, has 
bought the show outright and is going 
to put on a tremendous promotional 
campaign which is expected to attract 
many thousands into the Goldblatt 
stores. While no definite figure has been 
given out, it is reported on good au- 
thority that Mix is to receive $30,000 
for the engagement. 

The show is to be largely augmented 
and Mr. Simon, promotional manager 
for Goldblatt, states that it will be sec- 
ond only to the Ringling show. In 
addition to using large newspaper space 
Goldblatt’s will stage many novel pub- 
licity stunts. The show will come into 
Chicago with every truck bannered 
“Goldblatt’s Presents the Tom Mix Cir- 
cus.” 

Instead of the usual tieup whereby 
@ coupon is given with every purchase 
and is good for a ticket to the circus 
on payment of a small charge at the 
box office, the tickets are to be sold out- 
right. 

“There are to be no strings to it,” said 
Mr. Simon. “Tickets will be sold at 15 
or 25 cents, only in Goldblatt stores. 
No purchase of any kind will be neces- 
sary. The object, of course, is to get 
people into the stores. Tickets sold 
at the Coliseum will be at the regular 
price. 

“We expect the circus to be very suc- 
cessful,” Mr. Simon stated. “We don’t 
expect the admissions to pay the full 
amount the show is costing us, but if 
it falls short several thousand dollars 
we still will regard it as a very good 
investment.” 

For several years Goldblatt’s have 
staged parades and other stunts of a cir- 
cusy nature and they are fully sold 
on the value of such exploitation.

Both women 
fell after a handstrap used by Kathe 
snapped while she was balancing on a 
beam atop a 50-foot steel pole held by 
Qualitero Walkimir. Her fall unnerved 
Ida, who subsequently plunged to the 
earthen ring. Walkimir then collapsed 
and the pole fell across Ida’s body. 

Ida suffered two fractured ribs and a 
fracture of the left wrist; Kathe a frac- 
ture of the left wrist.

Fair officials assume considerable re- 
sponsibility which may not always be 
apparent or at least considered when 
the gates are open for the reception of 
the public. A few matters in this con- 
nection may not be amiss to present at 
this time. 


Not all fairs carry insurance to pro- 
tect themselves against the possibility 
of accidents lable to happen to their 
guests or employees. It is not uncom- 
mon for a person to be injured on a 
fairgrounds. The public is entitled to 
all protection against defective floor 
boards, bleachers or grand stands, as well 
as from the possibility of being hit by 
flying objects. While accidents of this 
nature are not common, yet if they do 
happen and the person injured feels in- 
clined to claim damage the fair manage- 
ment may be considerably embarrassed 
if the bank balance is low and fair is 
not protected by insurance. Every fair- 
grounds should be carefully inspected 
and all element of danger eliminated as 
far as it is physically possible to do so 
before the public is admitted. 


It is to be regretted that more atten- 
tion is not given by a few of our fairs 
to the comfort of their guests. It is so 
much more natural for a fair committee 
to concentrate on exhibits, premium

Carriers Change Front 


Many wrinkles have had to be ironed 
out, and more than 10,000 letters were 
mailed by the secretary's office to bring 
the plan to attention of all owners and 
operators of amusement parks, piers, 
pools, beaches and concessioners thru- 
out the country. Certain districts, be- 
cause of delay in brokerage arrange- 
ments, did not obtain particulars until 
an advanced date. In other instances 
it was found that certain big carriers 
were cutting board rates by taking ad- 
vantage of certain technicalities so as to 
compete with the new NAAPPB plan. 

In this connection, it is amusing to 
recall the attitude taken by these same 
carriers in the past years when they 
would convey the impression that they 
were carrying the business of the indus- 
try somewhat as a favor because they 
were losing money year after year, and 
now when they encounter some competi- 
tion they begin slashing rates, to prove 
that they really do want the business 
because it it profitable; at least, that is 
the natural supposition, as most busi- 
ness men do not want business at a loss. 

This action on the part of the big 
carriers was, however, anticipated by the 
committee and other officials of NAAPPB 
and the wise operator sees in it an at- 
tempt to block the growth and success 
of the NAAPPB plan in the hope that 
the association can ultimately be gotten 
out of the field and leave everything as 
of old. 


Better Rates Seen 


The association is insisting upon care- 
ful investigation of all risks; prompt 
handling of all claims and constant vigi- 
lance so that a good showing may be 
made, to the end that all policy holders 
will receive a good check at the end of 
the year as a dividend for participation 
in the first year’s operation of the plan. 

It is expected, too, that better rates 
will be available for 1937 because the 
association, thru its most able commit- 
tee, will have something to say about 
basic rates, as well as individual opera- 
tions. Hats off to the NAAPPB and 
those of its leaders who have taken 
this most progressive step, and by their 
unselfishness and unselfish effort have 
brought relief to the industry!

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Preparing Swim Pool for Opening 


By HARRY 
FROM NAAPPB 


This subject is so broad that to ad 
vise 1 owners, without a survey of 
each individual pool, would not be prac- 
tical, but there are some general con- 
ditions which do apply to nearly every 
swimming pool, and the writer can sug- 
gest some pointers as follows: 

Inspection: The filter plant should be 
opened and drained during the idle sea- 
son and, before introducing any water, 
the sand should be examined by taking 
a light into the filter and raking over 
the top sand. If the filter sands have 
been replaced within the last five years 
the inspection should look for mud 
balls and concentration of hair or lint 
which form the nucleus for mud balls. 
The sand should be raked over and all 
foreign lumps thrown out and the sand 
bed leveled. 


Filter Examination 


If it has been five years or more since 
the sand was replaced, care should be 
taken to dig rather deeply into the filter 
sand strata, looking for mud balls and 
for any possible mixture of gravel with 
the sand. The condition of the filter 
beds just as they were when operation 
was closed down should be noted, and 
any piling up of sand or formation of 
craters or any other unusual conditions 
should be noted, as they indicate some- 
thing wrong in the substrata or under- 
drain system of the filter. 

The circulating system should be 
checked carefully before water is put 
into the pool, and water should be 
pumped thru the circulating system and 
run to waste until it is certain that the

material. Nozzles or strainers should 
be removed for this clean-out operation. 


Survey on Painting 


Expansion joints can be resealed by 
use of a large blowtorch and a suitable 
iron which can be a smooth bar about 
three-quarters of an inch in diameter 
and about three feet long, shaped at the 
end to form a small curve or rocker. By 
keeping this iron hot and the blow- 
torch on the iron and the points of 
contact with expansion joint seams, the 
materials can be resealed and the winter 
cracks closed up, very often without 
addition of any new material. This seal- 
ing should be done just ahead of filling 
the pool, so that the finished work will 
not be exposed to the hot sun before it is 
covered with water. Overhauling of 
bathhouse, equipment, etc., is a matter 
which each manager has under control. 


The subject of painting swimming 
pools is an annual topic, and this office 
has carried on an extensive investigation 
during the past several months. We 
have arrived at several conclusions which 
include the fact that a set recommenda- 
tion for painting will not apply to all 
swimming pools alike, and that the 
condition of the concrete and the char- 
acter of any previous applications, that 
is, whether oil or cement base, and sev- 
eral other factors must be considered 
before a paint is selected; also the cock- 
sure statements of paint salesmen should 
be subject to close examination before 
their material is purchased.

Dear Charlie: 

This State new for the Ballyhoo Bros.’ 
Shows, but the territory not new for the 
title. Thirty years ago the famous 
brothers’ father and uncle played the 
fairs up here with a black top, featuring 
the Great Train Robbery moving pic- 
ture. Their mother did a serpentine 
dance and their aunt sang the words for 
the illustrated songs. Many oldtimers 
thru here still remember the name, 

This town located at the end of the 
Great Broken Rail and Northern Rail- 
road. Show moved over 200 miles of 
this road, but due to the fact that 40 
of our cars were in the shops in the 
Jast town the train had to double back, 
making two trips to bring in all the 
wagons. The first trip made in 15 hours 
without a hitch. On the second trip 
the fireman ran out of wood 50 miles 
cut, delaying the train. In order to 
open Monday night all hands were called 
out, armed with axes, and their wood 
chopping moved the show. 

So pleased were the railroad officials 
with the good work they decided to fur- 
nish the auspices. It was first offered to 
the stockholders but they reneged. The 
yardmen, the firemen, the brakemen 
and on down all refused to be the com- 
mittee, Finally got down to the section 
hands. They were our last out. By 


promising each one a new tie tamper 
as a bonus they accepted. 

Auspices known as the Gandy Dancers’ 
Jubilee. Cheap excursions on all rail- 
roads, “providing you bring your own 
wood.” The funds raised to go toward 
buying a new hand car. Our trackmen 
on the Rocky Road to Dublin and the 
Miniature Railroad acted as the wel- 
coming committee. The lot located 
alongside of the tracks. This made it 
easy for the train crew. Everyone car- 
}ied his stuff from the wagons without 
unloading the last section.

Rain the last three days. 

Wound up grossing twe barrels of 
signal oil and 100 pounds of waste. 

Both the show and auspices ended 
with an even break. We lost the week 
and they the hand car.

Subject to Sales Tax 


Discussion regarding a move to exempt 
county fairs from the State saies tax on 
their supplies probably will lead to ap- 
pointment of a committee to confer with 
legislators and tax department regarding 
relief. It has been ruled that county 
fairs that are sponsored by private cor- 
porations not formed for profit are not 
exempt from the sales tax. Talks on this 
subject were led by Walter J. Buss, 
Wayne County Fair, Wooster; Director 
Hanefeld; Judge I. L. Holderman, Day- 
ton, president of the association, and 
Mr. Kahn. Executive Secretary Mrs. Don 
A. Detrick, Bellefontaine, secured the in- 
terpretation of the law from the at- 
torney-general’s office. 

Numerous secretaries reported ex- 
tensive WPA work on plants, and it was 
said that a number of grounds would 
eventually be made into parks where 
the titles laid in the county commis- 
sioners.

lists, tickets, amusements and the rental 
of space than it is to think of what 
would afford comfort, convenience, joy 
and pleasure to the physical and mental 
state of those who patronize the fair. 
A few benches, seats or chairs placed at 
strategic points would be greatly appre- 
ciated, as well as sanitary provisions, 
cold drinking water and elimination of 
dust and dirt. 

A fair can be as alive and interesting 
as its am of events is arranged. 
While it is difficult for the smaller fairs 
to have something doing every minute, 
it should be possible for all to have some 
kind of a well-arranged and timely pro- 
gram adequately announced. Long de- 
lays, tiresome waits and lack of informa- 
tion regarding the schedule of events 
are not conducive to the highest satis- 
faction of the visiting public. 

It is well to realize that the conces- 
sions are the only points of contact be- 
tween the majority of your patrons and 
your organization and the public will 
judge your fair by this standard. While 
the larger number of our concessioners 
are honest, there are a few who need 
watching. A game of whatever kind the 
character of which may be questionable 
should not be tolerated. As a general 
rule Massachusetts fairgrounds are rela- 
tively free of objectionable features, but 
occasionally an unworthy amusement or 
an unsuitable concession occupies a 
portion of the midway, the effect of 
which, on the general public, is posi- 
tively harmful to the future prosperity 
of the fair. The fault cannot be passed 
on to the concessioner. The public will 
hold the fair management responsible. 

Robert P. Trask has been selected to 
manage the Topsfield Pair. Ralph Gas- 
kill, the secretary, is such a busy man 
and the other officers not being in a 
position to give the time they felt the 
fair needed to make it operate success- 
fully, Mr Trask will handle the work for 
them. He has had a lot of experience 
in fair work, dating back to the time of 
his 4-H Club work in connection with 
the Middlesex County Extension Service. 
Mr. Trask is a live wire, full of pep and 
energy and will certainly do all in his 
power to put Topsfield across next Sep- 
tember.

Knock the Mystery Out of Radio Selling 


By MAX H. STEINBERG 


A message to concession and premium 
men: 

Thru the many years that I have hap- 
pily devoted to activity within the radio 
industry I have often been approached 
by those on the threshold and desiring 
to enter into the radio business with the 
following questions: 

Is radio a hard business to go into? 
Hasn’t it reached a saturation point? 
Isn’t there a lot of trouble about serv- 
icing, etc.? Aren't people tired of radio? 
Doesn't it seem 
that almost 
everyone in the 
world already 
has one? 


The space al- 
lotted to this 
article does not 
permit a full 
answer to these 
leading quese- 
tions one by one, 
therefore I will 
wrap them all 
into one bundle 
and give you a 
bird’s-eye view 
of the subject 
under the fol- 
lowing headings: 

1. What is radio and its functions? 

2. Radio takes its place in the life of 
man. 

3. What is its potential market? 

4. How this affects you and me in 
the concession and premium field. 

1. Offhand, to give a definition of a 
radio is to say that it is an electro- 
mechanical device for the purpose of 
receiving invisible sound impulses sent 
out from broadcasting stations. In this 
respect it is very similar in construction 
and nature to an electric iron, clock or 
a door bell, a cooking stove or a heating 
pad and yet none of these devices have 
received the concentrated effort and the 
benefit of the greatest scientific minds 
of the age as in the case of radio. 
Neither have the above devices reached 
the point of standardization or perfec- 
tion as compared to this powerful new 
energy tapped by man under the simple 
five-lettered word, RADIO. 

Thus far we have merely compared 
radio with other useful and familiar 
articles only in the matter of construc- 
tion, but when an attempt is made in 
tinding objects with which to compare 
its function we are forced to reach out 
to higher and greater fields and only 
such objects as the modern automobile, 
airplane, printing press and gigantic 
telescopes are a fair comparison. 

But the service, power and pofen- 
tialities of radio exceed and reach 
beyond and above these objects in its

Generally it is stated to be a very favor- 
able condition, due to the fact that it 
opens the promise of many more mar- 
kets for the wholesaler and thereby 
assures greater profit possibilities. 

Never has the great amount of mer- 
chandise which has been introduced to

Papers Report 5.9% Gain 
In Retail Advertising 


Retail advertising lineage in newspapers 
during the week of June 1 was 5.9 per cent 
above the corresponding period of 1935, 
Advertising Age reports. 

The tabulation shows a total for the 
week of 15,795,346 lines, compared with 
14,902,287 lines during the corresponding 
week of 1936. The tabulation is based 
on the display advertising placed by re- 
tailers in all the newspapers of 65 major 
cities thruout the country. 

For the year te date retail lineage in 
reporting cities has totaled 360,879,974 
lines, compared with 348,783,059 during 
the same period of last year. This is a 
gain of 12,095,915 lines, or 3.5 per cent. 


New-Type Campaign 
Proves Successful 


The Wayne County Produce Company, 
New York, producer of Wayne County 
Ciders, reports that the premium cam- 
paign which it conducted, wherein it 
offered a copper skillet for a nominal 
sum and three gift coupons, proved 
unusually successful. 


The firm gave away 15,000 of these 
copper skillets. They are contemplating 
a similar campaign for their fall adver- 
tising program of Wayne County cider. 

The success of the Wayne County 
Produce Company is but one of many 
which has been enjoyed this past season 
by leading advertisers. The unusually 
successful feature being that most of the 
national advertisers have obtained a 
nominal cash sum plus a certain num- 
ber of coupons before shipping the mer- 
chandise. 


It is generally believed that such cam- 
paigns are unusually profitable from 
every standpoint. The wholesale mer- 
chandise industry has been contacting 
some of the large national advertisers in 
an attempt to produce small premium 
catalogs which would result in a steady 
flow of the premium merchandise to the 
public. 

Campaigns of this type have helped 
to educate the public to premium mer- 
chandise and the industry has benefited 
to a large extent. 


Brisk Demand Seen for 
Motion Picture Cameras 


Wholesale merchandisers in New 
York City report an unusually fine de- 
mand for motion picture cameras this 
season. 

The only hitch in large volume sales 
of this type of merchandise at this time, 
these men say, is the fact that there are 
very few proven motion picture cameras 
on the market at a popular price. 


It also seems, according to their re-. 


ports, that the buyer demands a pop- 
ular-priced product. As yet the larger 
manufacturers of this merchandise 
haven’t featured motion picture cameras 
at low prices to meet the volume orders 
which have been received by some of 
the leading wholesalers. 


Demand is heavy enough, it is said, 
to bring large volume production pos- 
sibility to some manufacturer who will 
present a motion picture camera to the 
market at a low price. 

Most of the cameras are being fea- 
tured by carnival concessioners. It 
seems that the demand is coming from 
the smaller cities, thruout the country, 
that these men cover. 

Displays of motion picture cameras 
have brought concessions tremendously 
increased play in most instances. But 
the necessity to award the merchandise 
for difficult possibilities has somewhat 
Giscouraged the players. 

The demand, it is believed, is therefore 
mostly from this direction. But, whole- 
salers state, if the popular-priced camera 
were placed on the market many other 
outlets would also be available and there 
would be a certainty of increased busi- 
ness from other sources. 

Small retail outlets, which many of 
the wholesalers service, also demand a 
low-priced motion picture camera of 
proved quality. Some have been intro- 
duced but haven’t passed beyond the 
“toy stage” in the belief of the whole- 
saler.

the industry within the past few years 
been more apparent. 

The growth of the catalogs themselves 
are the best criterion of the extent of 
the market, due to the fact that in the 
preparation of his catalog the wholesaler 
attempts only to feature the merchan- 
dise which is best suited to his place of 
business and also which he believes has 
sufficient lasting qualities to endure at 
least one entire season. 

Some firms have gone to the extent of 
publishing looseleaf catalogs to over- 
come the necessity of printing one large- 
size catalog each season. They con- 
stantly continue to add pages which are 
mailed for insertion in the original cata- 
log and in this fashion they cut down 
on their expense. At the same time 
many of the firms make a regular mail- 
ing of the new prices which affect some 
of the items in the looseleaf catalog. 

Generally there is great optimism 
thruout the industry due to the size 
which the field is assuming. Merchandise 
which was never previously featured is 
now taking full pages in these new cata- 
logs. 

Items which were considered more or 
less as adjuncts to the field are being 
accepted as part of the industry and 
are in many cases responsible for much 
new business. 

The growth of the industry is credited 
to the foresight of the many firms en- 
gaged in it at this time and the mar- 
velous manner in which it weathered 
the depression. 

Many of the firms in directing their 
catalogs to the coin-machine trade in- 
close special insert sheets commending 
this industry for being responsible for 
the development and growth of the 
premium industry during its crisis 
which existed right after the depression 
started and thanking the coin-machine 
men for aiding the industry with the 
tremendous purchases which they made 
and are continuing to make. 

Many catalogs are also being written 
so that they can be placed in the hands 
of the average layman. Special discount 
cards are inclosed which give members 
of the trade the reductions which they 
receive off the list prices that appear 
in such catalogs. This practice, started 
some time ago, is now considered the 
best of all methods yet adopted. 

In the case of the coin-machine oper- 
ator it is proving ideal. He now shows 
the catalog to his merchant, who

not entered the heart of man to fully 
conceive as to how this invisible power 
of radio shall serve him. How it 
brightens the sick and blind and those 
confined to institutions. 

2. Man is essentially a social animal. 
No one knows that better than the 
showman. Radio has taken a definite 
and important place in the life and 
heart of man. It serves him with in- 
stant inter-communication. It has be- 
come an inseparable part in the life of 
every human. Think what it means in 
holding together members of a family by 
its fireside. What it means to the lonely 
watchman of the lighthouse, the hermit, 
the explorer of the earth’s poles, the 
explorer of unchartered seas and lands. 
What it means to the ships prowing the 
oceans and in the heroic work of res- 
cuing passengers from ships in distress. 
It serves as a guide to the pilot of an 
airship and is applied as a substitute for 
the surgical knife. It is even useful in 
the curing of deafness and other ail- 
ments. 

Imagine that by the mere touch or 
movement of a dial, almost like magic, 
you are instantly put in contact with 
any part of this great globe, the world 
that we live on. And that anyone of 
these points, like servants in a fairy 
book, stand ready to serve you with en- 
tertainment, mirth, drama, comedy, 
tragedy, music, art, the voices of Presi- 
dents and kings, the nation’s games, 
football, tennis, baseball, etc.; the voices 
direct from battlefields, revolutions, 
parades and marches and other dramas 
while they actually take place in the 
affairs of the world. 

It puts you in direct contact with 
great amateur hours that you watch 
with mental eye as with a microscope 
and enables you to judge the develop- 
ment of the latent talent of the future 
stars. A farmer in the outmost hinter- 
lands knows what his product brings on 
the New York market by the use of 
radio. The slick Wall street broker 
keeps one at his desk. He knows the 
baseball scores as the game is played. 
The news commentator and weather 
man guide his decision whether to buy 
or sell the stock he trades in. You can 
learn from professors and lecturers how 
to grow, develop, educate, maintain your 
health and beauty and learn foreign 
languages. 

In 1935 advertisers thru the radio 
spent over $90,000,000 for talent to bring 
to your home the greatest entertainers 
in the world at absolutely no cost to 
you. And all this is at your command 
by the mere touch of an almost magic 
dial that scans the world for the point 
you want to reach. Is there any device 
that by the longest stretch of the 
imagination would equal or match this 
simple but powerful device, radio? 

3. To say that radio has a potential 
market is like repeating the trite saying 
that “there is gold in them thar hills.” 
But what good is that gold in the hills 
to you and me unless we can translate 
it in terms of profit? And there is the 
key to the situation. Aside from the 
formal radio store that can only exist 
in larger centers, the following channels 
in the scheme of distribution are dis- 
pensing radios in a constant stream to 
the public via the department store, 
public utilities, furniture store, elec- 
trical store, chain store, drug store, tire 
store, gasoline station, hat store, jewelry 
store, mail-order house and scores of 
others. They are now and constantly 
playing all around you to the sweet tune 
of hundreds of millions of dollars an- 
nually. Mind you, not in far-off places. 
but right around you in your own family 
circle and friends. But this should not 
discourage you. Rather come up and 
reap a share of that profitable playing. 

4. Prankly speaking, I cannot believe 
the premium and concession man is lag- 
ging so far back of the good and simple 
folk engaged in the other channels of 
distribution that he could not catch 
up with them. Yet there is no need of 
haste. Just step in from being out of 
step and radio will serve you well. The 
modern trend is toward extra radios in 
every home. Farticularly the small 
radio that can be easily carried from 
room to room. And here is where the 
premium and concession man steps in. 
Radio is still just about the best pre- 
mium in the field today. Everyone 
wants a radio. The fact that they may 
already have one makes no difference. 
Another is always desired for sOme use 
or other, and it is still the radio pre- 
mium that gets the big play today.

Grand-Stand Regulations 
To Be Enforced in Pa, 


HARRISBURG, Pa., June 13.—Enforce- 
ment of Pennsylvania’s grand-stand 
regulations, which have existed since 
September 1, 1934, but have heretofore 
gone almost unnoticed, is under way as 
the result of serious casualties during 
recent months, which were attributed 
to faulty grand-stand construction. 

Robert F. Ross, acting chief of the 
building section, Pennsylvania Depart- 
ment of Labor and Industry, told The 
Billboard correspondent that a rigid in- 
spection is under way, affecting circuses, 
tent shows, carnivals and all other trav- 
eling shows using portable stands or 
bleachers. Permanent grand _ stands, 
unless they are concrete, are subject 
to the same regulations, Ross said. 


“The larger circuses and carnivals 
have nothing to fear from the enforce- 
ment of this law,” Ross declared. “They 
have already complied with the State 
regulations. Some smaller shows, how- 
ever, are using portable grand stands 
and bleachers that are a hazard to 
public safety. This condition must be 
corrected.” 

Plans for the construction of portable 
stands to be used in Pennsylvania must 
be approved by the Industrial Board of 
the Department of Labor and Industry. 
J. S. Arnold is secretary of this board, 
which is appointed by the governor. 
There is no fee for the approval of port- 
able stands. Plans for permanent grand 
stands must be approved by the build- 
ing division of the department, for which 
a fee of $20 is charged. 

Portable stands now in operation in 
traveling shows_thru Pennsylvania are 
being inspected “and those found to be 
below the standard required are taken 
out of service until improvements have 
been approved by the State inspectors. 
The continued use of a portable stand 
after it is condemned carries a penalty 
of $10 for each day of operation, to 
which may be added a maximum fine 
of $300 and not more than three months’ 
imprisonment for violating provisions 
of the law. 

Officials believe that Pennsylvania is 
the only State in the Union to enforce 
grand-stand and bleacher regulations.

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HARMONY PREFERRED 


Astute political leaders learned long ago that party su- 
premacy is virtually impossible without harmony. While 
there are still a few short-sighted business men who will 
announce to the general public upon the slightest encourage- 
‘ment that their competitors are unethical bums, most finan- 
cially successful merchants know that knocking a fellow mer- 
chant to the world at large is really nothing more nor less 
than acquainting the public with that merchant’s existence 
and thereby indirectly contributing to his success. 


Not that political party disputes have ceased to exist. 
The important issues of political campaigns are debated just 
as hotly as ever, but behind closed doors and with every 
possible safeguard against what might be damaging publicity. 


And not that merchants have ceased to have differences 
of opinion. Merchants are still human beings. But mer- 
chandising problems and grievances that once were aired to 
the world are now discussed by trade committees and ironed 
out in the privacy of merchants’ meetings. 


These men found out that you can’t hit a competitor 
without expecting a blow in return and they learned that you 
can’t engage in mud-slinging without dirtying your own gar- 
ments. 


No industry, regardless of its size or condition, can with- 
stand the damage which must inevitably develop from quarrels 
within its ranks. Particularly is this true of an industry 
which has risen so rapidly and has prospered so greatly as 
has the coin machine business. 


It is not reasonable to expect operators can agree in every 
case where a dispute arises. Two coinpeting operators who 
were in complete harmony would be either too dumb or too 
good to be true. It is entirely reasonable and wise, however, 
to expect operators to setile their differences between them- 
selves without carrying the fight to the location owner. The 
operator who knocks his competitor co location owners must 
expect that the other fellow will retaliate, and location own- 
ers will eventually decide that both operators have too many 
faults to be good business men. 


I know of a profitable territory that has been completely 
closed simply because two operators tried to outdo each other 
in the invention of fantastic tales of fraud and corruption. The 
aim of each man, apparently, was to convince the public that 
kis competitor was a conniving low-life of the worst degree. 

30th operators were so convincing with their stories and gave 
them such widespread circulation that public opinion forced 
the closing action despite the fact that the tales were entirely 
without foundation. 


Of course, a drug store manager whose employer lives 
in a city 500 miles distant fanned the sparks into a blaze of 
gossip. The petty operators’ squabble was all he needed for 
an opportunity to show his boss that he could do his share 
to cut down the profit sources of the small independent re- 
tailer and thus eliminate him from the field. 


As matters stand each of the two operators under dis- 
cussion has the doubtful consolation of having seen his com- 
petitor forced out of business. And there was plenty of room 
for both men to have made a good living had they only had 
the foresight to settle their differences in private. 


In the case of a dispute between manufacturers over 
patentable phases of any game I cannot feel that a law court 


is the proper meeting place for settlement of the argument. 
Here is another instance of airing grievances in public, and 
it is bound to react to the detriment of everyone concerned. 
It brings unwelcome publicity to the entire industry. Dis- 
tributors and jobbers are afraid to make purchases until set- 
tlement has been made and litigation is usually drawn out 
over a long period of time. Business is retarded for both 
litigants. 


Most manufacturers of my acquaintance are reasonable, 
reasoning business men. It seems entirely possible that 
lawyers for two disputing firms could reach a epee | 
agreement without spreading the argument before the world. 
Court battles are welcome news to foes of the industry: to 
the heads of large groups of stores which seek monopolies in 
their fields, to misinformed but none the less zealous fanatics, 
to all those people who want to see the small business man 
eliminated and who sce in coin machines the profits that are 
keeping him on the: black side of the business ledger. 


More and more leaders in the industry are coming to 
see the folly of publicizing the internal dissension which must 
naturally arise from time to time, particularly while the busi- 
ness is still a comparative infant. Men who are making a 
serious study of the coin machine industry realize that a 
united front is an absolute necessity. Coin operated amuse- 
ment machines have come to be a sound, profitable means 


. of making a living. Rise of the industry has been so phe- 


nomenal as to attract a vast amount of attention. 


Whenever any profitable enterprise is placed in the spot- 
light it becomes the target for a myriad of sharpshooters. 
The people who are out gunning for the coin machine indus- 
try have had little to talk abv ut, but they have shouted long 
and loud about that little. They are missing no opportunities 
to damage the tremendous popularity of the machines. 


The Billboard subscribes to a clipping service which fur- 
nishes this office with clip sheets of all news published in the 
United States that has any direct bearing upon the industry. 
It is a sad but trae commentary on the public relations efforts 
of the coin machine business that a great many of these 
clippings are detrimental to the best interests of the industry. 


Professional enemies of coin machine welfare must un- 
doubtedly be responsible for a large part of this objectionable 
publicity, but I cannot help feeling that the industry itself 
has been to blame for much of it. Many of the derogatory 
news stories deal with legal entanglements which could by 
no stretch of the imagination be called anything other than 
private, personal business. The fact that members of the 
industry have made them public property by airing them 
to the world at large is solely the fault of parties concerned 
in the controversies. It is unfortunate that the entire in- 
dustry must suffer for the sins or short-sightedness of a few. 


The coin machine business can keep its family troubles 
to itself. Courts, newspapers and retail business houses are 
not the places for the solution of differences of opinion. For 
lasting harmony and mutual understanding difficulties can 
best be ironed out in privacy. 


Opposition to the industry is united in a common if 
misguided cause. With a unity of purpose and a hearty de- 
termination to keep private misunderstandings in the realm 
of privacy nearly all of the unfavorable publicity which 
menaces the advancement of the business can be eliminated. 
The easiest possible way to beat the enemy is to give them 
no weapons with which to fight, and the coin machine in- 
dustry has advanced to the point where it need not present 
to the public at large the impression of any internal strife. 
There are big days ahead. Let’s meet them together.

Favors Annual 


Commish Head 
Pinball Levy 


Solon recommends tax on each game to District License 
Commission—commish ruling to follow report by law- 


makers after a study of skill involved in games 


e 
WASHINGTON, June 13.—Altho the bill introduced early in the session by 
Congressman Alfred F. Bieter of New York to levy a $10 tax on coin machines 
in the District has been definitely pigeonholed for this session, District License 
Commissioner Wade H. Coombs, in an exclusive interview with The Billboard, de- 
clared that he has sent a recommendation to the commission board whereby 
pinball games in Washington will be taxed $12 per machine a year. “The matter 


is now pending consideration by the board,’ Mr. Coombs said, 


had a chance to study all angles it will 
make a report.” 

Mr. Coombs stated that while he had 
been under the impression for a long 
time that the pinball was a game of 
chance, he has nevertheless concluded 
since that there is more skill attached 
to it than appears on the surface. 

“Twelve dollars,” Coombs said, “is all 
that can be taxed on such games under 
the existing law. Of course this all de- 
pends upon whether or not the higher 
= finds that the game is one of 
skill.” 

Adequately armed with law books, 
notebooks and statistics, Mr. Coombs 
this week began a series of huddles 
with other District officials to determine 
how a tax, if any, should be levied. 
Madison, Wis., levied a $50 license fee 
on each machine and the number of 
games dwindled from several hundred 
to 40. Madison found that school chil- 
Gren were playing the games. Mr. 
Coombs has no worries on this score so 
far as District operators are concerned, 
however, because they do not allow 
minors to play. 

Los Angeles and Detroit levy $3 each 
on pinball games, and Dallas gets $5 to 
#10, depending on the cost of playing 
the game. 

“Offhand,” Commissioner Coombs said, 
“I favor the same tax as applies to 
billiard tables and bowling alleys, $12 
yearly on each device. I am not anxious 
to have the games ruled as games of 
chance.” 

Police in the District of Columbia are 
now guided by the district attorney’s 
office in the matter of the pinball game. 
Previously, Commissioner Coombs stated 
he would take no action himself, but 
was waiting for some step by Inspector 
Edwards, who is the representative of 
the police department on the license 
committee. 


Acting Corporation Counsel Vernon E. 
West said he believed there should be 
@ final ruling, but that before he made 
One there should be a formal request 
from some responsible District agency. 
Inspector Edwards, however, solved this 
question by announcing his plan to bring 
the question before the license com- 
mittee. 


Representing a fair cross-section of 
the Washington operators, Hirsch dé La 
Viez, secretary of the Amusement Ma- 
chine Operators’ Association of Washing- 
ton, declared that the District of Co- 
lumbia men probably would not be in 
favor of a tax as high as $12 per ma- 
chine per year. 

Mr. de La Viez disclosed that he was 
a member of the committee which, to- 
gether with Congressman Bieter of New 
York, considered the possibility of a tax

Jacob Sandler, legal adviser for the 
association, brought a new angle into 
the picture by stating that he could not 
see how the pinball game could be 
brought into the same classification as 
a bowling alley or a billiard table. 

“Pinball machines,” Mr. Sandler said, 
“are constantly being changed. Once a 
man sets up a bowling alley or a billiard 
parlor it is there for good, but the pin- 
ball game is a little different. The pub- 
lic demands different machines all the 
time. Naturally it would be most tn- 
fair to tax each new machine.” 


Mr. Sandler stated that he was in close 
touch with the situation and was watch- 
ing developments daily, in an effort to 
bring about a situation which will meet 
with the approval of all concerned.

TOLEDO, O., June 13.—Pinball games 
here are to be declared legal if legisla- 
tion now pending in council is passed. 
Machines are to be licensed under the 
proposed law. At a council rules com- 
mittee meeting several days ago an out- 
side speaker suggested that the legisla- 
tion be amended to permit machines 
which pay off in tokens. 

Since presentation of the legislation 
several reports have been spread that a 
campaign will be launched to prevent 
adoption of the pinball licensing regula- 
tion. Action has been postponed in- 
definitely on the measure. Meanwhile 
relatively little action is being taken 
against machines still in operation thru- 
out the city and patronage is heavy on 
all types of machines,

CHICAGO, June 13.—"A one-shot pay- 
out pin game that really ‘rolls the 
bones’ and gives all the suspense and 
thrills of dice!” That’s how Jim Buck- 
ley, sales manager of Bally Manufactur- 
ing Company, describes Bally’s newest 
game, Natural. 

As the lone ball zigzags down the 
field it rolls thru two rows of contacts 
and corresponding numbers are flashed 
on the light-up scoreboard—first the 
number scored in the top row, then the 
total of that number plus the number 
scored in the bottom row.

The firm will photograph the first two 
carloads shipment which will arrive this 
week to start their new contract.

In Dutch West Indies 


CINCINNATI, June 13.—Robert N. 
Mayer, who is located at Aruba, Dutch 
West Indies, recently had the opportu- 
nity of getting his first impression of a 
South American circus, the Gran Circo 
Razzore, which exhibited at Orange- 
stadt, capital of the island. He writes: 


“Tent is a two center pole affair, 50 
by 110—two 40-foot round pieces and a 
30-foot center piece—one line of quarter 
poles, made of 8-in. or 4-in. bamboo 
material; side walls, 12 feet high. Seats 
are laid out in European style—encir- 
cling; show presented in one ring, in- 
cluding platform. Center poles are of 
metal pipe construction, well guyed with 
cable and turnbuckle, which is quite 
necessary when one considers the steady, 
heavy trade winds which blow steadily 
from northeast direction. A_ six-foot 
barbed wire fence is erected, encircling 
big top and prop tents. There is no 
side show. Beer, soda pop and ice 
cream are sold inside main tent near 
entrance. Change of program daily. 

“Metal and wooden chairs are used, 
encircling ring, similar to our reserved 
seats and grand stand as used in the 
States. Blues encompass these to the 
side walls. American advertising prod- 
ucts banners hang over performers’ en- 
trance. A steel arena, not as heavy as 
in States, is used for lion act—two fe- 
male Nubians. Food given wild animals 
is one burro or smal! donkey, one killed 
every other day. Three people in band 
—two cornets, trap drummer. Band 
stand is located over performers’ en- 
trance. Among people with show are 
Chaparrino, Spanish speaking clown; 
Argentinos; Jaroley family, roller skat- 
ers, clown and cycling acts: Razzore 
troupe, tumbling, hand-to-hand balanc- 
ers, teeter-board somersaults to shoul- 
ders and leaps; Captain Rogelio, lion act. 
Two performances daily, starting at 
4:30 and 9 p.m. The performers stay in 


rented village houses. Show equipment 
is hauled from ship at dock by rented 
trucks.”

Poster Attracts Players 
To Rotary Merchandiser 


CHICAGO, June 13.—A new idea for 
the attraction of players of coin-oper- 
ated machines is being used by Kirk & 
Company, manufacturers and distribu- 
tors of the new machine Rotary Mer- 
chandiser. 

“The basis of good merchandising,” 
says Claude R. Kirk, “is to advise the 
prospective purchaser or customer of the 
merits of the goods you have to sell, 
also how they may be used to the bene- 
fit of the said purchaser or customer. 

“In most cases coin-operated machines 
are placed on location and no further 
attempt is made to attract the players to 
the machine. Mr. Gillette is not content 
with just having his razor blades on the 
shelves, and Mr. Cocola also plasters up 
the whole store with his signs. This is 
advertising the merit of their goods. The 
coin machine must also speak for itself! 

“In the case of the Rotary Merchan- 
diser, each machine is accompanied by 
a large 40x30-inch poster. The poster 
is furnished in five different colors and 
is a beautiful piece of art work. 

“The operator is instructed to place 
his poster as near the coin machine as 
possible. The player then is not only 
attracted by the machine but is also 
attracted by the large poster, which ex- 
plains the operation of same. To make 
it even more clear, there are examples 
of other skill operations with which the 
player is familiar and which operate in 
much the same manner as the Rotary. 
This immediately intrigues the player to 
try to duplicate the performance indi- 
cated on the pcster. It also makes it 
unnecessary for the merchant to take 
his time to explain the operation of the 
machine. Wherever the machine is 
viewed from the point of legality it ex- 
plains in detail the basis on which the 
manufacturer feels that the machine is 
100 per cent legal! and is entirely a game 
of skill.” 

“We feel,” continues Mr. Kirk, “that 
the coin-machine manufacturers have 
been ‘hiding their light under a bushel’ 
too iong. There is no reason why we 
should not tell about our goods in a 
store the same as any other good mer- 
chandiser.”

Pameo Chase Is Big 
“Catch,” Says MeClellan 


CHICAGO, June 13. — With the ar- 
nouncement of another original idea in 
payout tables by Pacific Amusement 
Manufacturing Company comes word 
from Fred McClellan, president, that 
he’s springing something this time that's 
going to start heads bobbing and tongues 
wagging all over America, For, as Fred 
puts it: “Pamco Chase has 2 multitude 
of new ideas in ball and light animation 
that players on test locations are calling 
the ‘catchiest’ of all.” 

The game incorporates Pacific’s new 
“odds-commutator” bigger than ever be- 
fore and easy to check at any distance. 
According to advices, its spinning ac- 
tion carries the same appeal of bell-reel 
machines on the commutator, plus a 
lot of different scoring features thruout 
the playboard that players follow with 
the keenest of interest from beginning 
to end of its play. McClellan qualifies 
his statement that heads will be “bob- 
bing” in that Pamco Chase attempts to 
refute the old adage that “the hand is 
quicker than the eye.” 

And it’s easy to connect this old say- 
ing with Pamco Chase in lieu of the 
following description: There’s a half- 
circle comprising eight payout pockets 
in the upper field, each backed up by 
an identifying signal light of one of two 
colors. As soon as a coin is inserted two 
lights on the board illuminate and move 
in rotation from left to right in the up- 
per circle, and from right to left in the 
lower field. Meanwhile the commuta- 
tor spins and indexes the odds payable, 
as lights continue to move back and 
forth across the board. Two lights only 
illuminate at a time, one at the top and 
ene at the bottom of the board. Should 
a ball enter any pocket the lights stop 
moving with the last light remaining 
illuminated in fixed position. Should 
the player prove “the hand is at least as 
quick as the eye” and exercise enough 
ekill to propel the ball into one of the 
upper rows of pockets at the same time 
the light pauses to illuminate said pock- 
et a payout is automatically accom- 
plished in accordance with odds posted 
on the commutator at the rear. Should 
a ball enter a “dark” pocket in either 
upper or lower circle it’s a “house shot” 
and a new game begins. If the ball gets 
thru this upper row the lights keep 
right on flashing and the secondary 
area offers frequent low payments sur- 
rounding the “Golden Egg,” which is 
good for a $1.50. 

Let’s suppose the ball comes thru the 
secondary defense and enters the third, 
which consists cf another row of semi- 
circle pockets with lights rotating from 
right to left. Here the element of 
chance offers another opportunity to 
land in a pocket at the same time a 
light goes on. 

Sample machines are reported to be 
moving in carload lots. 


Ray’s Track Gets $100 Test 


CHICAGO, June 13.—Step into the 
Ray's Track department at the Bally 
Manufacturing Company factory and you 
will see dozens of machines all busily 
operating by themselves, with the elec- 
tric coin chute going in and out as if 
by magic and the nine horses galloping 
up the track and back in a never-ending 
“inspection sweepstake.”

After each machine is run 2,000 times 
it is again thoroly inspected, relubri- 
cated and ready to go out and bring 
home the bacon for the many operators 
who are placing Ray’s Tracks in all parts 
of the country.

Branching out into the production 
field, the partners managed what was 
probably the outstanding road company 
of all time, Ben-Hur, 


The formation of the booking syn- 
dicate of 1896, with which such men as 
Al Haymans and Charles Frohman were 
associated, was an important factor in 
organizing the then muddled condition 
of the booking business. Their control 
was finally disputed by the Shuberts, 
with the result that both interests 
emerged from the conflict with definite 
pieces of the theatrical pie. 

After the dissolution of the partner- 
ship in 1919 Klaw remained active for 
a while as an independent producer, 
but he gradually faded out of the pic- 
ture, selling the Klaw Theater and dis- 
posing of his share of the New Am- 
sterdam. 

Klaw wis married twice, to Antoinette 
M. Morris and, when he was 67, to 
Blanche Violet Day Harris, an English 
girl. He was a member of the Priars, 
Green Room, Rye, Lotos, Democratic and 
London Country clubs, was a trustee of 
the Actors’ Fund and was president of 
the United Managers’ Protective Asso- 
ciation of America.

The general recommendation is for 
the games to be mounted on the regula- 
tion wooden “horses,” with an apron 
about the bottom to dress this part of 
the setup. Leather back seats are al- 
so encouraged to be placed in front of 
the games.

National Coin Reports 
Foreign Market Increase 


CHICAGO, June i13.—Just as Joe 
Schwartz, head of the National Coin- 
Machine Excnange, finished filling out 
the last export blank for a shipment of 
25 reconditioned games consigned to 
South Africa the mailman brought in 
another batch of mail. One letter proved 
to be an order for 50 reconditioned games 
from a firm in Belgium. 

“We have been shipping games quite 
regularly to France and England,” said 
Schwartz, “but the trend seems to be 
spreading.

Lemke Coin Takes Over 
H. E. Grasseck Business 


DETROIT, June 13.—A tieup between 
two well-established operators and job- 
bers in Detroit was completed this week, 
establishing what is probably the biggest 
operating organization in the pin-game 
field in Michigan. 

Lemke Coin Machine Company has 
taken over the business of Horace E, 
Grasseck, one of the best known op- 
erators and jobbers in the Detroit terri- 
tory. Grasseck is seriously ill and at 
present is in the hospital. Mrs. Grasseck 
has operated the business herself for the 
last three months but has decided that 
it will require additional capital and 
management. 


Both stores will be continued as at 
present. The new company is being 
formed as the Grasseck-Lemke Corpora- 
tion, with Mrs. E, Grasseck as manager 
of this part of the business. 


The change will have no effect upon 
the present Lemke Coin Machine Com- 
pany, which will continue on as well, 
and, in fact, the new company will be 
a subsidiary of Lemke’s company, he 
stated. 

The Lemke Coin Machine Company 
has just bought four new trucks, three 
of the panel type and one pick-up truck, 
for servicing operators in the territory. 
Plans for further expansion call for com- 
plete coverage of the operating field for 
about 75 miles from Detroit in all di- 
rections in Michigan. 

Additional plans are under considera- 
tion for establishment of a number of 
operating routes in Canada. Business 
has been very good, Lemke says, thoroly 
justifying the plans for expansion. 

Personnel changes were also an- 
nounced by Lemke as follows: Jack 
Meyers, junior member of the Lemke 
Company, has been promoted to the post 

“of superintendent of all operations in 
Detroit and Wayne County. George 
Rambaum, who has been with the com- 
pany for eight years, starting as an 
errand boy, has been promoted to the 
post of superintendent of repairs and 
overseer of all routes outside of Wayne 
County. He is now the oldest employee 
of the company. 

The operations of the company consist 
entirely of machines legal in Michigan, 
Lemke pointed out. 

The newly formed Grasseck-Lemke 
Corporation will continue as a member 
of the Skill Game Operators’ Association, 
according to Henry C. Lemke, head of 
the company. Horace E. Grasseck, orige 
inal owner of the Grasseck business, 
was a member of the organization and 
his membership will continue. 

Lemke also stated that he is applying 
for association membership for the Lemke 
Coin Machine Company. Lemke has not 
been an association member for about 
two years.
